My TERRACE FACES SOUTH so the prob- 
lem was to keep it from reflecting too 
much heat and glare from the Connecti- 
cut summer sun and still look attractive 
all winter from the living room. 

The floor on one section is smooth 
concrete, sO we can easily move chairs 
and wheel tables about, and is sheltered 
in summer by a terra cotta awning lined 
in aqua. Around the concrete-floored sec- 
tion in a wide half-moon are irregular- 
shaped bluestone slabs set in sand suf- 
ficiently far. apart for plants to grow 
easily between. Beyond that is lawn. Be- 
tween the stones grow camomile, Corsi- 
can mint, tiny heartsease and thyme. There 
are eleven varieties of thyme ranging in 
color from white through lavender and 


| pink, to rose; their foliage from soft grey, 


light and dark green to an autumnal russet. 
At the eastern edge is southernwood, sev- 
eral clumps of field daisies and some 
purple prunella edging the path where it 
isn’t stepped on. All around the other 


| outer edge grows mazus, whose carpet of 


heavenly blue spreads its fringes into the 
grass; the bloom lasts from early April 
until late May when the lawn mower 
simply has to take over. 

About that time tubs of pink geraniums 
are brought out. They continue to bloom 


| through the summer, spurred on by an 
| occasional extra feeding. Some of the 





thyme is always in bloom until late au- 
tumn when frost discourages it, but the 
green or the fragrance is never lost.

The patio is colorful and 
attractive yet does not clash with the plants 
which surround it. 


Frank McLean, Jacksonville, Alabama: 
We established camellias, azaleas, and 
gardenias around our patio. Among them 
we planted spring-flowering bulbs and 
colorful day-lilies. 

Then for mid-summer color, we filled 
some fairly large pots and cans nearly full 
of good soil and plunged them in the beds 
among the shrubs. Then we sowed a few 
seeds of mixed balcony petunias in each 
pot. They soon climbed among the 
branches of the camellias and azaleas. Be- 
cause of the thick camellia foliage, the 
petunia foliage was inconspicuous, and 
the camellias appeared to be bursting into 
bloom again! 


Mrs. Anthony Tamborello, Houston, 
Texas: Our brick patio occupies a south- 
east corner between a glazed porch and 
attached garage and extends beyond the 
garage along a redwood fence to a barbe- 
cue pit. The outside edge is curved grace- 
fully and meets the lawn. On the inside 
are three raised beds of pink Roman brick 
filled with flowers to match our flamingo- 
pink furniture. Two cedar buckets of blue 
plumbago and a strawberry jar of pink 
ivy geranium add the final touch of 
color.¢

The Fothergilla 


by DONALD WYMAN 


HE ELUSIVE FOTHERGILLA, native 
sk the southeastern United States, 
has escaped the attention of 
many a plantsman as well as commer- 
cial growers; yet it is one of the most 
ornamental shrubs of its size for all 
but the coldest parts of the country. 
Easy to grow and requiring practically 
no care whatsoever, it is one of those 
valued plants which tend to make gar- 
dens more beautiful, while at the same 
time making garden care less arduous. 
Related to the witch-hazels, its flow- 
ers are actually composite heads of 
many small white flowers. In full bloom 
each head is about 2 inches long and 
looks like an enlarged thimble. These 
appear about mid-May in New England. 
The fruits, which are dried capsules, 
are not ornamental, but the broad 


leaves turn a brilliant orange to scarlet 
in the fall. 

The Alabama fothergilla (Fother- 
gilla monticola) grows about 6 feet tall. 
The dwarf fothergilla grows 3 feet tall; 
while the tallest member of the group 
(F. major) will reach 9 feet in height 
and is much more upright and pyra- 
midal in growth than the lower wide- 
spreading Alabama fothergilla. 

To obtain the best color show from 
the foliage in the fall, the fothergilla. 
should be planted in the sun with a full 
western exposure. It is usually on this 
side of the plant that the best orange- 
scarlet colors appear. Sometimes a 
plant with an eastern exposure will 
merely color yellow in the fall. Any 
good garden soils are suitable. 

Placed in a foundation planting, and

especially with a background of ever- 
greens, there are few shrubs which will 
give so much beauty and color through- 
out the growing season. 

Because of the dense growing mass 
of upright stems, fothergilla are 
amenable to pruning where a certain 
height is desired. 

In the open, where there is plenty 
of space to enlarge, it will do well and 
require practically no attention what- 
soever. No serious diseases or insects 
mar its beauty, and although difficult 
to propagate from cuttings, divisions 
or layered branches are a simple means 
of propagation.¢

Bush Anemone 


by LESTER ROWNTREE 


teria californica is one of the so- 

called “lost” plants—discovered, 
then unsuccessfully searched for and at 
last rediscovered. In California it has 
been in cultivation for thirty-five years. 
Because there are so few natural stands 
of bush anemone, it is probably one 
of the plants seen more often in gardens 
than in the fields. Though this lovely, 
long-lived evergreen bush belongs to 
the saxifrage family, its flowers resem- 
ble those of a large single, slightly 
recurved, white Japanese anemone. The 
flower is 3 inches Across, centered by 
a mound of golden stamens and has a 
faint fragrance of musk. One to three 
dozen blossoms are carried at the ends 
of the numerous young twigs just be- 
yond the narrow 4-inch leaves which 


] IKE franklinia and shortia, Carpen- 


are dark rich green above and gray 
beneath. 

Since well-developed buds will bloom 
in water, it makes a splendid cut flower. 
In the field the bushes all flower in 
May. But blossom time varies in the 
garden owing to differences in soil, ex- 
posure and water timing. I have had 
bloom, not on the same bush, from 
January into July. Exposure and mois- 
ture also affect the size of the shrub 
for it may be a 5-foot bush with a 
6-foot spread or a 15-foot bush with 
the same width. Bush anemone will 
endure the long summer drought, dur- 
ing which its leaves become dry, though 
still green and rolled in. 

In the garden, bush anemone serves 
much the same use as Cistus laurifolius, 
though it grows taller and wider. Like

the cistus it takes drought or water but 
only where drainage is perfect. In spite 
of its being a native of the Sierra foot- 
hills (a 2000- to 5000-foot altitude) it 
makes an excellent coastal bush all 
the way up the Pacific Coast into Van- 
couver Island. It will take 15° tempera- 
ture. But in the Northwest it should 
have the warmest possible place. 

Increase usually results from seed— 
as fine as grains of dust—which ripen 
in August and September in the wild. 
Cuttings of green wood can be placed 
in sand and peat and kept warm; suckers 
can be removed and grown in con- 
tainers.©

Read and Follow Directions on Pesticide Labels 


HE COLORFUL ARRAY of pesticides 
in cans, packages, bombs or bot- 
tles seen in horticultural supply 
and hardware stores must certainly be 
confusing to the average gardener 
perhaps even frightening. In addition 
to the problem of choosing the right 
one for his particular trouble, he must 
also wonder about all the warnings and 
precautions printed on the labels. The 
salesman in the store, of course, can 
be of some help in making a selection, 
but even he finds it difficult to keep 
up with all the new chemicals that 
come on the market each year. 

Only a few years ago all we had to 
know about pesticides were a few stand- 
ard materials and their capabilities 
that lead and calcium arsenate were 
effective against chewing insects; that 
nicotine sulfate was to be used for 
sucking insects; and that Bordeaux mix- 
ture was a preventive for blights and 
leafspots caused by bacteria and fungi. 
These names have now been replaced 
by materials like chlordane, lindane, 
dieldrin, captan and ferbam. 

Today, we not only have a wider 
variety of new chemicals, but to make 
matters more confusing, we have a 
number of different formulations of a 
single material. DDT, for example, 
comes in a dust form (2 to 10 per 
cent concentration) for use on soils 
and lawns, as a wettable powder (50 
or 75 per cent) for spraying on foliage 
and as a 25 or 30 per cent emulsion 
for use in pressure sprayers or mist 
blowers. 


Read Labels for Information 


Perhaps the most dependable in- 
formation about a product is printed 
on the label itself. It requires years of 
research to determine the most effective 
way to use a specific product and at 
the same time to protect the user, ani- 
mals and plants. As a matter of fact, 
the Federal Insecticide, Fungicide and 
Rodenticide Act requires the manufac-

turer to produce convincing evidence 
that his product, when used as recom- 
mended, will control the pest as claimed 
and will not produce serious adverse 
effects. Such evidence must be supplied 
even before the product is registered. 

Furthermore, the law requires that 
the manufacturer include on_ the 
labels necessary warnings, precaution- 
ary measures and antidotes. Thus, if 
the user of pesticides adheres closely 
tc the manufacturers’ directions no un- 
due hazards should be encountered. 


Use Care 


Before listing some of the more 
important ingredients in present-day 
pesticides, it might be wise to discuss 
some of the hazards involved. There 
has been so much adverse publicity on 
the dangers associated with the use of 
insecticides that some folks actually 
“worry themselves sick” when exposed 
to them. 

It is true that practically every in- 
secticide has properties toxic to warm- 
blooded animals and to man. If it didn’t 
have such properties, it would not be 
capable of killing insects which also 
belong to the animal kingdom. But 
merely because insecticides are toxic to 
man and animals does not mean they 
cannot be used safely!

tributed to the handling and application 
of pesticides despite the use of millions 
of pounds annually for many years. 
Most, if not all, of these deaths were 
attributed to accidental or deliberate 
misuse. The foregoing chart dramati- 
cally points out how other products 
found in most homes caused far more 
deaths in 1949 than did all insecticides 
combined. 

I do not for one moment want to 
minimize the inherent dangers of all 
pesticides. I believe that they should 
be regarded with mixed feelings. On 
the one hand, they should be welcomed 
because of their ability to control harm- 
ful pests and diseases of plants, animals 
and humans. But, they must also be 
feared because they are capable of 
harming the user, his pets and his plants. 
A thorough appreciation of both proper- 
ties will lead to their proper use. After 
all, even fire, one of man’s best friends, 
can be his worst foe. 


Types Available 


The modern, widely available insect 
killers in common use fall mainly into 
three groups: the organic phosphates, 
the chlorinated hydrocarbons and the 
botanicals. 

The newest and most widely available 
of the organic phosphates is malathion. 
It is perhaps the best all-purpose in- 
secticide yet developed and the safest 
ot the organic phosphates to handle. It 
controls most of the “hard-to-kill” in- 
sects such as scales, mealy-bugs and 
white flies, as well as mites. It is com- 
patible with most other pesticides but 
in some combinations many decompose 
on standing. 

Malathion has two drawbacks, one of 
which—a disagreeable odor when in 
concentrated form and when first ap- 
plied to plants—may soon be eliminated 
by the manufacturer. Then, too, it is 
far less effective in combating the leaf 
nematode of hardy chrysanthemums 
than its more deadly predecessor, para- 











thion. Parathion, of course, is not 
available to amateur gardeners but is 
used by commercial growers of ornae 
mental plants. TEPP, another organic 
phosphate, is sometimes used by ama- 
teur gardeners on outdoor plantings, but 
it too is very deadly and must be 
handled with extreme caution. Even 
malathion should be handled with great 
care, despite its relative safety. Avoid 
breathing the powder when mixing it in 
water and keep out of the spray drift 
when applying it. 


One of the oldest and most famous | 


of the chlorinated hydrocarbons is DDT. 
Others in this group are methoxychlor, 
lindane, chlordane, toxaphene, aldrin 


and dieldrin. These have a lower order 
of toxicity than do phosphates like | 


parathion. They are, however, more 
persistent on the foliage and in soil and, 
hence, are more hazardous to use where 
residues or contamination of treated 
products are involved. 

Rotenone and the pyrethrins are 


the two best known insecticides of plant | 


origin. They are among the safest to 
use because they are relatively unstable 
and hence have no prolonged residual 
effect. Nicotine sulfate, an old reliable 
for sucking insects, is also derived from 
plants but is one of the deadliest of all 
materials, especially when in concen- 
trated form. 


New Mite Killers 


Because mites have become increas- 
ingly important pests on all kinds of 
plants, chemists have concocted special 
materials for combating them. No

ing of infested plants with water or 
on lime-sulfur sprays. Materials like 
aramite, dimite and ovotran, as well as 
malathion, are highly effective against 
mites. Most of these have a relatively 
low order of toxicity to humans and 
pets, but again the user must be guided 
by the precautions on the package. 


Disease Preventives 


In the field of disease-preventives, 
perhaps the newest addition to many 
combination spray packages is captan. 
This is a coined name for the organic 
M-trichloromethythiotetrahydrophthali- 
mide. I am sure everyone will agree 
that the shorter coined name is highly 
desirable. Captan is effective against 
| the following diseases: apple scab, peach 
brown rot, cherry leaf spot, rose black 
| spot and brown patch of turf grasses. 
| It can be combined with malathion and 
| DDT or methoxychlor to make an ex- 
cellent all-purpose pesticide. 

Another organic fungicide is ferbam, 
sold under trade names such as Fermate, 
| Karbam and Ferradow. This chemical 
provides good protection against diseases 
| like scab and rust on apples, black rot 

of grape and black spot of roses. It is 
not highly toxic but may cause der- 
matitis or irritation of the mucous 
| membranes, if inhaled. 

| Mildex is one of the newest and most 
| effective materials for controlling mil- 
dew on delphinium, phlox and rose. 
Unless handled with great care it may 
cause injury to the plant. It should 
never be used in muggy weather, when 
the temperature is above 85° or at rates 
above 2 teaspoons in 3 gallons of water.

The tools you need for 


a healthy garden

OOLS PLAY AN IMPORTANT PART in a healthy garden. In 

fact, it’s almost impossible to have a healthy garden with- 

funnel to out tools. When we talk of healthy plants, the first thing 

Fr we think of, naturally, is spraying and dusting to kill insects 

and diseases. But there are other things which must be done. 
There is fertilizing, killing weeds and pruning. 

Insecticides and fungicides are either applied as sprays or 
dusts, as we all know. Pictured on this page are the two most 
common tools for applying sprays and dusts. The pressure 
sprayer, generally with a 3-gallon capacity, is a sprayer that 
should be adequate for most gardens. These are made by such 
concerns as HUDSON and CHAMPION. There is also a smaller 
pressure sprayer now available with a 1-gallon capacity which 
should be good for the lady gardeners. One of the smallest 
pressure sprayers is the BURMOsS which has a quart capacity 
and is operated with one hand. 

In addition to the plunger type hand duster shown here, 
there are other styles which do a good job on the small garden. 
One in particular is the J-P MipGet duster. This is called a 
rotary type because it has a fan mechanism, rather than a 
plunger, which blows the dust out.

the area was being watered. To- 
day the same sight might denote that 
the lawn or garden is receiving ferti- 
lizer in the water—two operations com- 
bined into one, thanks to the develop- 
ment of soluble fertilizers. 

Soluble fertilizers do not differ much 
from other complete fertilizers that 
have long been popular with gardeners. 
As the name implies, soluble fertilizers 
dissolve readily in water. Most of the 
common garden fertilizers are readily 
soluble to the extent of about 75 per 
cent of their weight. The insoluble or 
very slowly soluble residues usually re- 
quire decomposition in the soil and 
other soil processes to dissolve them. 
The soluble fertilizers, however, gen- 
erally possess higher guaranteed analyses 
(guaranteed percentages of nitrogen, 
phosphate and potash) than do the 
usual garden fertilizers. 

The cost of a fertilizer per pound is 
not a reliable basis for judging its plant 
food value. Likewise, the guaranteed 
amounts of nitrogen, phosphate and 
potash alone are not adequate for evalu- 
ating a fertilizer. Some “high analysis” 
soluble fertilizers contain only nitrogen, 
phosphate, and potash. Others contain 
those nutrients plus calcium, mag- 
nesium, sulfur, iron, manganese, boron,

copper, zinc, and molybdenum. The 
latter are essential nutrients of which 
one or more are lacking in many soils. 
“Low analysis” fertilizers permit the 
manufacturer more opportunity to in- 
corporate amounts of these various 
essential mineral nutrients that will pre- 
vent the occurrence of deficiencies in 
most crops and soils. 

A fertilizer manufacturer may pre- 
pare a soluble and a relatively insoluble 
fertilizer and make each one an excellent 
product, supplying a wide assortment

All-America Gladiolus 
Winners 


@ Two new All-America gladiolus 
winners were chosen by the directors 
of the All-America Gladiolus Selec- 
tions organization at their annual 
meeting in East Lansing, Michigan, 
January 12, 1955. The winners were 
selected from twenty-eight new seed- 
lings of North American origin 
which were tested in this non-profit 
organization’s thirty trial grounds. 
A prize of a $2000 “service fee” 
was given to each winning hybridizer, 
with the prospect of a substantial 
royalty upon introduction. 

The identity of the prize varieties 
and of the hybridizers, however, will 
be kept secret during a one- or two- 
year propagation period and an- 
nounced after adequate stock exists. 

A winner chosen fast year and 
one just selected are expecttd to be 
advanced to an adequate stage of 
propagation by autumn, 1955, and 
to be introduced by January 1, 1956. 
At that time they will be listed in 
seed and nursery catalogs, by gladio- 
lus specialists and announced in 
horticultural publications. 

All North American gladiolus 
hybridizers are cordially invited to 
enter seedlings in the 1955 AAGS 
contest. Hybridizers should secure 
entry blanks from the Executive 
Secretary, All-America Gladiolus 
Selections, 5027 North 35th Street, 
Arlington 7, Virginia. A minimum 
of sixty No. 1, sixty No. 2 and sixty 
No. 3 bulbs should be sent for trial. 
There is an entry fee of $25 per 
seedling.

foot plant as from an 8-foot one. Nei- 
ther does the time of planting have 
much effect on the time of bloom. Last 
spring we planted two batches of SILVER

as you like, but be sure to keep them 
pinched back after each 2 or 3 inches 
of new growth. Cascades must also be 
pinched regularly, about every ten days. 


Prune Ramblers Now 


Rambler roses and spring-flowering 
shrubs will probably be through bloom- 
ing by the last of May and should be 
pruned back. Cut the old wood of the 
rambler type roses well back to the 
ground, leaving the new canes that have 
already sprung up. These new canes 
will produce the flowers for next spring. 


Lacebugs on Azaleas 


Lacebugs are a constant menace to 
azalea growers throughout the South. 
They always leave plenty of tell-tale 
evidence—whitish, frosty-like coloring 
on the upper sides of the leaves and 
numerous specks of varnish-like excre- 
ment on the undersides. The youngsters 
are hatching out this month and now 
is a good time to apply a spray. Prepa- 
rations containing lindane have proved 
very effective. These insects are always 
found on the undersides of the leaves, 
so train the nozzle of your spray hose 
accordingly. Two applications of spray, 
applied ten days apart, should clear 
the plants. 

For a beautiful, yet odd and in- 
teresting flower, I consider the gloriosa 
one of the finest. This is a good time 
to plant it. We mulch ours with 1 or 2 
inches of straw and leave them outdoors 
the year through. Other bulbous things 
you can plant now are cannas, mont- 
bretias, tigridias, tritomas, tuberoses and 
zephyranthes. Also make additional 
plantings of dahlias and gladiolus. 


Clip Conifers 


If you will clip off the ends of the 
new growth of conifers, especially the 
podocarpus and various types of juni- 
pers, they will develop better form and 
you will not have to have a severe 
cutting later on. This light clipping or 
pinching of buds may be done at any 
time as the need arises. 

Since many commercial growers take 
a heavy batch of cuttings in May— 
especially of the broad-leaved evergreens 
such as azaleas, camellias, gardenias, 
box. and photinia—it’s a good time for 
you to take your first lot to be rooted 
under glass or plastic covering or under 
glass jars if you have only a few cut- 
tings to handle. Plastic is much lighter 
than glass and makes a very good cover- 
ing for your cutting beds.¢

West Coast 
Pointers

HIS IS A WONDERFUL month for 
"T  exracning nether you're build- 

ing or renovating lawns, planting 
vegetables, spraying, watering, or check- 
ing the ever-elusive gophers. 

Although this is the time to enjoy 
the May garden, don’t forget to plan for 
summer, too. Fill those gaps in the 
borders so the color parade will con- 
tinue through the hot days ahead. 


Stretch the Season 


While May is the big month for 
rhododendron bloom in the West, 
there’s no reason to be content with 
just a few weeks of color. Along the 
mild coastal areas, from Seattte to San 
Diego, stretch it to five or six months 
of bloom by planting the right varieties. 

The following recommended varieties 
normally bloom during the months in- 
dicated, according to Eric Walther, 
supervisor of Strybing Arboretum in 
San Francisco’s Golden Gate Park: 

January: CHRISTMAS CHEER (rose). 

February: CORNUBIA (red). 

March: PRINCE CAMILLE DE P.OHAN 
(rose pink, darker markings); PENJER- 


RICK (pink); Dr. STOCKER (white); 
Lapy GREY EGERTON (pale lilac); 
Mrs. E. C. STIRLING (blush pink); 
Mrs. ToM AGNEW (white, yellow 


blotched); PURPLE SPLENDOUR (deep 
purple, black spots). 

April: DONCASTER (scarlet); LODERI 
(white); SaPpPHO (white, blotched 
purple); UNKNOWN WARRIOR (red).

The 
flowers are like those of long-stemmed 
crocuses, having six waxy golden-yel- 
low petals; the plants have strap-like 
leaves ranging in length from 3 to 12 
inches. 

Easy to grow, they need a sandy 
loam, for good drainage, enriched by 
leafmold and a warm, sunny spot in 
the rock garden. Bulbs planted now 
will bloom in late August and Sep- 
tember. 

Many of the trees, shrubs and other 
plants now putting on their strongest 
growth, benefit from light pinching 
back to keep them bushy and shapely 
and to conserve energy and growth. 

Much of the heavy pruning usually 
done on shrubs is then unnecessary. For 
nicer-looking plants and more flowers, 
pinch back tips of your fuchsias, hi- 
biscus and marguerites. 

Why waste your time with hands- 
and-knees weeding of dandelions and 
other broad-leaved lawn pests when you 
can use one of the improved chemical 
killers containing 2, 4-D or 2,4,5-T? 
They are harder on the pests and much 
easier On you. 

Fight crabgrass early in the season. 
Crabgrass killers are most effective on 
the tender, young seedlings which 
usually appear in mid-May. 

Among the better annuals that can 
be planted now are: ageratum, asters, 
bachelor’s buttons, calceolaria, calliop- 
sis, cape marigold, celosia, clarkia, 
cosmos, cynoglossum (forget-me-not), 
linum, gaillardia, all kinds of mari- 
golds, petunias, phlox, primroses, stock, 
salpiglossis, scabiosa and zinnias. 


Perennials to Start 


Perennials to be found in the nurs- 
eries for setting out now include: 
agathea (blue marguerite), aubretia, 
fibrous begonias, carnation, chrysan- 


themum, coral bells, coreopsis, del- 
phinium, perennial gaillardia, geum, 
mimulus, Michaelmas daisy, nierem- 


bergia, penstemon, dianthus (pinks), 
perennial scabiosa, statice, sweet Wil- 
liam, Transvaal daisy and verbena. 


Plant Dahlias Now 


This is a good time to plant dahlia 
roots. Set redwood stakes 4 or 5 feet 
long in place, then plant tubers next 
to the stakes so the shoots may be sup- 
ported as they grow. Tubers are often 
punctured if stakes are set later. 

For more bloom and better stems, 
keep dahlia plants low and bushy by 
cutting out the tip growth. For the 
best exhibition-type flowers, disbud 
each branch, leaving only one long- 
stemmed bloom. Use balanced com- 
mercial fertilizer lightly to induce vig- 
orous growth; do not overfeed or 
tubers may not be worth saving.©

AY IS AN ACTIVE MONTH in the | 
Mises garden. The first crab- 

grass sprays should go on the 
first of this month along the Ohio River 
and about mid-May near the Great 
Lakes. The new Sodar seems to be the 
best control to date for Midwestern 
conditions since it is not so sensitive to 
temperature. Our weather can be un- 
predictable at times. 

In the northern tier of states, there is 
still time to spray peony buds to pre- 
vent botrytis bud blast. Use any good 
fungicide like phygon, fermate or cap- 
tan at standard strengths. Wet the out- 
side of the bud and the tips of shoots. 
If the shoots are just breaking through 
the soil, soak both shoots and soil. 

In late May or early June, the young 
oyster shell scale on lilacs will be craw- 
ling. Watch for them. They are easily 
killed with malathion at this stage. This | 
is the last time for control this year. 


Slug Control | 


Slugs and snails are increasing in 
the Midwest. Now is the time to put 
out baits containing metaldehyde. An 
old gardener’s trick for killing these 
pests is to dust paths and under plants 
with hydrated lime. Get rid of leaves, 
stones and bits of wood under which 
slugs hide. Be sure to dust the compost 
heap with metaldehyde bait, too, since 
this is the worst source of infection in | 
most gardens. 


Setting Out Plants 


Over most of the Midwest, all hardy | 


| and half-hardy annuals will have been 


sown by now. Tender annuals should 
be seeded by the first of the month—by 
Decoration Day near the Canadian Line. 
One of the most common mistakes 
made by Midwestern gardeners is to set

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should be kept there until even light 
frosts are over for the season. 

Dahlia tubers should be planted by 
mid-May along the Chicago-New York 
line—earlier in the South and by Deco- 
ration Day in the North. Plants from 
cuttings, however, should be kept in- 
doors until all chance of frost is over 
and weather is warnm:. It is important 
to protect plants at all times from 
aphids because they spread virus di- 
seases. 

Lima bean seed should not be planted 
until the weather is warm and settled. 
In the Midwest they shed their early 
buds if weather turns hot and dry. 
Spraying with a fruit set hormone, avail- 
able under various trade names at 
seed stores, will prevent this bud drop 
and produce an earlier crop. 


Spring Lawn Care 


Toward the end of May or early 
June, give your lawn the second feed- 
ing. When the air temperature goes 
above 70° you can apply 2,4-D to kill 
dandelions and other  broad-leaved 
weeds. If ants, white grubs, chiggers 
and sod web worms are troublesome, 
use chlordane. The easiest way to ap- 
ply it is to mix one pint of 45 per cent 
emulsion with enough water to cover 
1,000 square feet. 


Cut Delphinium Flowers 


After delphiniums have bloomed, cut 
off flower part of spike but not leaves 
at its base. Give the clumps a light 
feeding with a good fertilizer and they 
will bloom again in the fall. Del- 
phiniums enjoy a deep mulch which 
keeps roots cool and saves moisture. 


Roses and Gladiolus 


Roses must be sprayed every five to 
seven days with a combination spray. 
It is a waste of time to wait until 
trouble starts since blackspot, for in- 
stance, cannot be controlled once it is 
in the leaf. 

Successive planting of gladiolus 
should be made every two weeks as 
long as sound bulbs are available. 


Trees and Shrubs 


Trees and shrubs set out earlier 
should be staked, watered and mulched. 
If the branches are not leafing out, 
try wrapping them with wet burlap. 
Keep covered until the buds “break.” 

Prune forsythia, spirea and other 
spring-flowering shrubs as soon as 
flowers fade. Cut off dead flower heads 
of lilacs but don’t cut back severely. 
Since it takes three years for bloom- 
ing wood to form on lilacs, constant 
pruning is the reason for much non- 
flowering.®

Ready-made 


shelters 


OU CAN HAVE a garden shelter de- 

} livered to your house in the morn- 

ing and have it assembled and 
ready for use the same evening! Pre- 
fabricated rustic shelters have been 
popular for many years, and now there 
is a trend toward screened aluminum 
shelters, such as the one pictured here 
and manufactured by the Grand Sheet 
Metal Products Co. These shelters are 
simple to set up, extremely durable and 
relatively inexpensive. 

Just as with a custom-made shelter 
(see page 54), your prefabricated shelter 
must look as if it belonged to the gar- 
den and should be oriented to take ad- 
vantage of cooling breezes and shade. 

Here are a few ideas to help: 

1. Set it up near an. existing planting, 
possibly along the boundary of your 
property, where it will have a back- 
ground when viewed from your house. 

2. The shelter’s floor covering can 
repeat the use of some structural ma- 
terial, such as brick, stone or gravel, 
already used in your garden. The floor 
may be extended in front of the shelter 
a few feet to suggest a small terrace, 
and to make the shelter look larger. 

3. Potted flowers may be lined along 
the front and sides of the shelter or 
grouped at the corners. Or you may 
want a flower bed to sweep from the 
background planting along one side of 
the shelter ending in a graceful curve 
at one side of the front opening. A 


| geometric flower bed may be used 


similarly, depending upon the general 
character of the landscaping in the area. 
4. An annual vine trained on wires 
could be used at one corner of the 
shelter to help tie the shelter to the 
ground and still not obstruct any breeze. 
5. A stepping stone path from your 
house to the shelter will link the shelter 
to the house and give unity to the 
entire backyard planting scheme*®

Make a holder for hand tools to fit on your wheelbarrow 


AKING A HAND-TOOL HOLDER for 
M your wheelbarrow or garden 
cart is a real simple job and 
shouldn’t take more than an_ hour's 
time. When summer comes you'll find 
it was well worth your effort. All you 
need is a piece of 1x3 and some long, 
round-headed screws for a wooden 
holder; a length of %4-inch aluminum 
bar and some aluminum rivets for a 
holder to fit on a garden cart or metal 
wheelbarrow. 
To make the wooden holder, all you 








do is scribe some half-circles along one 
edge of the 1x3 and cut out with a 
power jig saw or hand coping saw. 
The half-circles should be at least 2 
inches across (diameter). Before cut- 
ting, though, it would be wise to check 
your trowels and cultivators to see how 
thick the handles are and make your 
circles accordingly. Screw the holder 
to the wheelbarrow side between each 
hole, as shown in the diagram, as this 
adds strength and prevents the wood 
from splitting.

Do-It-Yourself Reynolds aluminum 
can be bent into various shapes very 
easily. To make good half-circles, as 
in the diagram, the aluminum bar can 
be bent around a piece of pipe held 
in a vise. The holes for the rivets are 
easily made with wood-working tools— 
either hand or power. To make the 
holes in the cart for the rivets, you can 
either use an electric drill with a spe- 


cial metal drill or hammer them 
through with a metal punch. 
Many wood projects can be made 


from inexpensive wood. In fact, inex- 
pensive wood treated with a wood 
preservative will sometimes last just as 
long as some of the “weatherproof” 
woods. A wood preservative is espe- 
cially useful—and quite often a “must” 
—on such things as flats, fence posts, 
window boxes, plant tubs or stakes. 
During World War II, when some 
wood was quite scarce, I made a green-

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house bench out of common shelving 
which I treated with Cuprinol wood 
preservative. The benches were used 
continuously for six years and when re- 
moved (because we converted to ground 
beds) the wood showed no signs of 
rot or deterioration and would have 
lasted a few more years. In fact, I was 
so convinced that I would do the same 
today even though more permanent 
woods are available. 

Wood preservatives can be applied 
with a brush—like paint—or the wood 
can be dipped in the material. On large 
projects, of course, the only way you 
can apply it is by brush. The trick I 
use is to treat each piece of wood be- 
fore it is put in place. Then I know 
that I haven’t missed any corners and 
the joints are safe. Smaller things like 
stakes, labels or the parts of flats are 
very easily dipped. Make sure that the 
entire piece of wood has been covered. 
You can paint over the preservative. 

Make sure that the preservative you 
use on flats or window boxes contains 
nothing that would be harmful to plant 
growth. The copper naphthanate com- 
pounds are safe; avoid using materials 
containing mercury, like creosote. 


Paint-up Time 


Gaze a little beyond the plants to 
your fences, trellises or other outdoor 
features. A little painting now will pos- 
sibly make the whole garden look a lot 
better. This is the time to do it, be- 
fore heavy plant growth covers every- 
thing up. Use a good outdoor paint 
with plenty of linseed oil in it. 

Greenhouses last much longer—as 
well 
are painted on a regular yearly sched- 
ule. It will be a lot easier on you and 
the paint if you do it before the real 





hot weather sets in. If you can’t do it 
right away, wait until fall. Lord & 
Burnham, the greenhouse manufac- 


turers, have a special paint for green- 
houses.

MONG OLD-TIME HORTICULTURISTS nowadays, one 
often hears lamentation and wailing over the 
fact that gardening in America is deteriorating. 

The big estates—with their imported head gardeners 
and corps of apprentices—are being sold, or are shabby 
and neglected. 

They are now run with only a dozen men where 
formerly fifty or more were kept busy. And the long 
lists of rare plants that the catalogs formerly carried 
have been cut down to shorter lists of standard va- 
rieties which everybody knows. 

While this situation may be regrettable, somehow 
I cannot shed too many bitter tears into my glass of 
ginger ale. For in the other half of the picture I find 
a hundred embryo gardeners sprouting up where one 
grew before. Of course, they are as yet just beginning 
to show their true leaves, and many of them will damp- 
off or fall by the way from some other disease or pest, 
but a goodly number will survive and grow. Of this 
we can be certain. 

I have just returned from the week-long annual 
convention of the Men’s Garden Clubs of America, 
held this year at Houston, Texas, with members from 
the four corners of the United States—and points in 
between—in attendance. I wish I might have had 
with me there a few of the old-timers whose eyes are 
fixed on the past, in order that they might get a glimpse 
of what the future of gardening in America looks like. 
I'm certain they would have been surprised at the 
scope and the thoroughness of the work being carried 
on by the groups interested in special plants such as 
rhododendrons and azaleas, wild flowers, primulas and 
tuberous begonias, to mention but a few; and of the 
methods being used to distribute this information to new 
gardeners who are just starting out on their careers of 
becoming real experts. 

They might have been interested, too, in the steps 
that are being taken to curb dishonest and misleading 
advertising—a project in which the Men’s Garden 
Clubs of America has played a leading part from the 
beginning. 

But the main impression they would have carried 
away, I believe, would have been that of the boundless 
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enthusiasm of the belief in the future of gardening in 
America which these men possess, and which possesses 
them. 

For they can see—not as an idle dream engendered 
by wishful thinking, but as the natural, inevitable out- 
growth of what is already taking place—millions of 
really excellent small gardens, designed and developed 
as part of a nationwide way of living unlike any which 
the world has ever known before. 

While gardening in America, as a means of ostenta- 
tious display by the very wealthy, may be disappearing, 
it is surely coming into its own as a vital part of the 
everyday life of hundreds of thousands of citizens who 
formerly were city-bound—a fact attested by the ever- 
increasing sales of gardening books and garden 
magazines. 

Part of the coming year’s program of the Men’s Gar- 
den Clubs of America will be an effort to secure mem- 
bers-at-large—in- 
dividuals who are 
interested in gar- 
dening but who 
live where no gar- 
den club has yet 
been formed. To 
all such the na- 
tional secretary, 
Mr. Woodson K. 
Jones of 1827 De- 
vine street, Jack- 
son, Mississippi, 
will be glad to 
send information. 
Some nine thou- 
sand gardening 
enthusiasts throughout the land have found new 
pleasures and gained new knowledge by joining with 
others in the Men’s Garden Clubs of America.

The long- 
lasting, glossy, strap-like foliage adds a lush tropical quality 
to the garden and is also effective in arrangements. It 
remains green right up to frost. And in addition to all 
this, the spider-lily is free of pests and diseases. We've 
grown them for fifteen years (for the most part in the 
same location) with never a sign of bugs, worms, borers, 
aphids, mites or diseases.

lic beauty grow 


The variety most commonly grown is Hymenocallis 
calathina, often listed in catalogs as Ismene calathina. 
It grows 2 feet high and has large, white, funnel-shaped 
flowers. H. festalis, a hybrid which suggests the name 
“spider-lily”, has very long, narrow, recurved segments 
surrounding the trumpet center. Once you have seen this 
hybrid in an arrangement, you will never want to be with- 
out it. Other hybrids are the yellow SULPHUR QUEEN 
and the large-flowered DAPHNE. 

Spider-lilies are not difficult to grow. They have a 
few decided preferences but these can be met easily. The 
bulbs are delivered in spring but they should not be planted 
until all danger of frost is past. 

Select a spot in the garden that receives full sun or 
very light, broken shade and where the soil is—or can 
be made—trich and friable. Given a good garden loam to 
start with, the spider-lily’s chief need is plenty of humus. 
While forking over the bed, incorporate peatmoss in the 
soil, or if you are lucky or foresighted and have a good 
supply of well-rotted compost on hand, add this to the 
soil, forking it in thoroughly. 

Plant the bulbs rather shallowly (3-4 inches deep) and 
water well. In only a few days green shoots will appear 
above ground and before you know it flower buds will 
show. Since all the blooms do not appear simultaneously, 
the flowering period is quite extended. 

After thes bloom is over, give the bed an application 
of a complete plant food. Rake the fertilizer in lightly 
and water well if the soil is at all dry. The handsome 
foliage will then grow taller and glossier as the season 
advances. 

As soon as frost strikes, dig up the bulbs and dry them 
off gradually just as they come out of the ground—roots, 
tops and all. We usually tie them together loosely and 
hang them upside down. When the tops wither, remove 
them but be sure to protect the fleshy roots which adhere 
to the bulbs. We place the bulbs in flats and keep them 
under a bench in our cool (60°) greenhouse. 

Spider-lilies can be forced for early spring bloom by 
starting them indoors in January or February. Place one 
bulb in a 5- or 6-inch pot with the top of the bulb just 
at the soil surface. For very early outdoor bloom the 
bulbs may be started in the same way in March or April, 
later plunging the pots in the garden beds. 

Since the bulbs bloom so soon after being started, you 
can also have late summer flowers by holding the bulbs 
in a cool, dark, dry place from spring until early summer. 
Then set them out in the bed in the usual way. In the 
South spider-lilies are of course grown as year-round 
garden flowers. The bulbs increase rapidly by forming 
offsets. 

The large, white, fragrant blooms of the spider-lily are 
most effective massed against evergreens, a dense hedge 
or a retaining wall. They are “musts” for the scented 
garden and for all-white plantings; they are also often 
grouped in the mixed border, where they help to pull 
together the brilliant colors.

WELL-DESIGNED FRONT-YARD PLANTING should provide 
A a setting for a house but should not compete with 
it for attention. Flowers and colorful trees and 
shrubs can easily dominate a landscape scene but they may 
be used in the front of your house and still not steal 
attention from the house itself. The pictures opposite 
and the one on the cover show how four gardeners use 
coior and at the same time have plantings which serve 
the primary purpose of showing off their houses to best 
advantage. 


Harmonize color in the foundation planting 


What could be more picturesque—a white house, blue 
shutters, a pink dogwood, pink azaleas and white lilacs? 
The house and planting shown at the top of the opposite 
page are welded into a single identity. The planting, which 
contains considerable color, does not compete with the 
house for attention. Because its colors harmonize with 
the colors of the house, it adds beauty to an already-beau- 
tiful home. 

Color schemes must be carefully thought out. You be- 
gin by choosing the colorful plants you like and then 
select the colors to paint your house. You may work 
the other way around—house first, plants second—but 
it is more difficult to find just the right color in a plant 
than it is to mix paint to the proper shade for your house. 

A harmonious scheme such as this need not be the 
same all season long. This blue and pink scheme may 
change to blue and yellow in midsummer and then go to 
blue with a deep purple accent in the planting in early 
fall. There is nothing confining when you use a harmoni- 
ous color scheme. It just takes planning. 


The city lawn demands a colorful treatment 


Even the tiny city front yard can contain color. And if, 
as the case is likely to be, there is no space in back of the 
house to garden in, color must go out front. The small 
city lawn patch is not large enough to be considered as 
a foreground for the house; therefore, color in great 
profusion is in perfect taste. 

The postage-stamp lawn at left bordered by tulips and

pansies illustrates the point perfectly. A follow-up plant- 
ing for summer color might include annuals, geraniums or 
coleus, depending upon how much sunlight is available. 


Use color to frame the front-yard scene 


The picture of the house at the bottom of the page 
demonstrates another approach to the problem of using 
color in the front yard without stealing attention from 
the house. The foundation line of the house is softened 
by a planting of deep green shrubbery. A planting of con- 
trasting color has been introduced as a perimeter frame 
for the entire front-yard scene. Pink roses do an admirable 
job here, and while almost any other flowers or shrubs 
would be appropriate, mixing many colors in the perim- 
eter frame would prove distracting and break the con- 
tinuity of the entire front-yard scene. The perimeter 
method of using contrasting color is simple and appro- 
priate and has yet another feature to recommend it: you 
have a colorful planting to see from your own windows. 


Bright colors are appropriate in the dooryard 


The architectural style of many houses calls for a 
garden in front—color is demanded. The gardtn does 
not compete for attention but actually becomes a part of 
the house. Think of Cape Cod cottages with a fence- 
enclosed dooryard garden or look at the cover illustra- 
tion and see how a beautiful garden is an entrance feature 
to an English-type cottage. This garden belongs; the 
house would seem incomplete without it. 

The dooryard garden is valued by every flower lover 
because it gives him a perfect opportunity to display his 
gardening talent. A real artist created, with plants, the 
dooryard garden shown on the cover. Scillas provide the 
drifts of blue and alyssum makes the yellow carpet a 
foil for the tulips and azaleas which are the featured 
plants. When planning a dooryard garden, be certain that 
winter interest is provided for. As a matter of fact, no 
planting should be planned for only one short seasonal 
display. You may not have bright colors throughout the 
year but you can have a planting that will look good and 
be complementary to your house at all times. This is the 
paramount function of any front-yard planting.®

flower containers which are all in good taste. When you 
choose a vase, look for good form, muted color, interest- 
ing. texture and a proportion well suited to garden flowers. 
Well-designed containers make good decorative pieces even 
without flowers. This collection, which ranges from $2 to 
$5, comes from department stores, florist and gift shops. 
The reproduction urn by Alva Studios is $5, as is Haeger 
Potteries’ fine vase. Haeger’s low boat, bud vase, black 
mat bowl and narrow-necked vase are priced from $3.50 to 
$2. Bischoff Glass bottles, Hyalyn’s compote and Chinese 
mat black vase (Walter Crowell, distributor) are all $5. 
You can use any one of this selection from* season to sea- 
son. They are all suitable for a wide variety of designs. 


Containers 
as low as 10¢ 


TIME WAS WHEN inexpensive containers had to be covered 
with paint to conceal their garish designs—but not so today. 
The square vase is by Hull potters. The gazelle heads ($1.98) 
and tall vase of basket weave pottery ($1.49) are by 
Shawnee. The compote and small urn are imported. The 
glass compote, adapted from a candy jar, and glass brick are 
less than 75¢. And some real discoveries are two glass 
vases at 10¢ each and the basket at 20¢. Grant, Kress, 
Lamston, McLellan, Newberry, and Woolworth stores carry 
these containers. Plant materials suited to them are, in 
sequence from left to right: zinnias, flattened dahlias, roses, 
marigolds, calendulas, fruits and flowers, grasses and seed 
pods, daffodils, petunias, Chinese everlastings, and fine little 
flowers of elegant character.

LOOK INTO YOUR ATTIC or about the house for a useful 
article which can be revitalized by a flower arrangement. 
Since these objects were designed for another purpose, they 
usually have a special character. Often flowers arranged 
in them add a decorative relationship and special interest 


to a room. Since crockery will suit a game room better 
than glass, you can use the old farm jar. A goblet or a 
glass spoon holder might find a place in the bedroom. The 
tea jar’s narrow opening will support a graceful branch of 
peach blossoms, and the bottle long-stemmed flowers.

FOR FLOWER ARRANGERS who set your sights high, here’s a 
collection you can enjoy.

arranger and you find not some 

impractical aesthete or dreamer 
but a person who is something of a 
carpenter, a little bit of a chemist, 
kind of an engineer, a scavenger, al- 
ways on the hunt not only for plant 
materials but also for pieces of rare 
fabric, unusual containers or objects 
that can be made into containers, and 
sculpture and ornaments for arrange- 
ments. You are apt to come across 
this kind of arranger in the depths of 
a musty antique shop, haunting art 
galleries, or in her own workroom, a 
solderer or paintbrush in hand. One 
of the contradictory aspects of flower 
arranging as an art is that the most 
ethereal, delicate and spontaneous cre- 
ations are often the most solidly con- 
structed, anchored by deft hands to 
lasting permanency. To achieve this 
kind of composition takes an explor- 
ing, enquiring mind, always eager to 
pick up some new knowledge of metal- 
work, ceramics, painting, carpentry or 
other arts and crafts. For this reason 
a discussion of the mechanics, tech- 
niques and containers belongs in any 
book on modern arranging. 

Containers should not be too elabo- 
rate in design, too clamorous in color. 
The more simple the form, the less 
problem you will have in making a 
harmonious arrangement. Perhaps be- 
cause of their simplicity, the classic 
urns and vases seem at home in con- 
temporary décor. What you have to 
keep in mind is that your plant material 
is the important thing in your composi- 
tion and that your container should not 
steal the show from your flowers and 
foliage. 

Containers in tones of brown, black, 
gray, green and white and metals such 
as pewter, iron, silver, copper, brass 
and bronze are pleasing in arrange- 
ments and can be used with many types 
of plant materials. 

Be constantly on the lookout for in- 
teresting containers, both low and tall, 
in colors that will fit into the decorat-

ing scheme of your home. The shape, 
size and color should be selected with 
the thought in ‘mind of your finished 
arrangement. For example, a natural 
wood table in birch, maple or walnut 
may call for a generous straw basket 
with concealed containers for informal 
arrangements; a small marble-topped 
coffee table may be just right for a low 
silver bowl with a fairly formal hori- 
zontal arrangement. 

You can use the same container over 
and over in different arrangements by 
painting them yourself in colors that 
will conform to your plant material. 
Metal, wood and even pottery con- 
tainers may be painted with ordinary 
flat indoor house paint. A pottery con- 
tainer {may be] painted purple to 
match purple dahlias and streaked with 
bronzing powder to get a_ textural 
striated effect. Mix your bronzing pow- 
der with bronzing liquid. 

Both flat paint and bronze powder 
can be easily removed by soaking the 
container in Spic and Span or Soilax 
dissolved in hot water and then rubbing 
gently with steel wool. I have done this 
many times without hurting the surface 
of the container at all. 

For something unusual in a low con- 
tainer, use an old baking tin, covering 
the sides with gesso plaster (which 
comes in a can and looks like whipped 
cream). To get an interesting effect, 
mark the wet plaster by rubbing a fork 
up and down to obtain a rough surface. 
After the plaster has dried, apply a 
coat of paint in any color you prefer. 
Rubbing the surface with some bronze 
powder mixed with bronzing liquid 
gives a metallic finish. 

Be governed by your setting in room 
and by the plant material you are using 
in determining the height of your con- 
tainer. Low containers in oval, rec- 
tangular and round or square types are 
always enjoyable. Ceramic and pottery 
dishes are attractive in flat forms. 
Metal containers are also good when 
you want a low container. 

Tall containers can be found in many 


shapes and sizes, among them the 
pillow vase, the classic urn, the oval 
bowl, the cylinder and vases of all 
shapes. Then there are the compote 
and other pedestal containers. 

A stand for your container will often 
give your arrangement a professional, 
completed look that you won't get with- 
out it. Sometimes you can increase the 
feeling of balance by the placement of 
the container on the block or stand. 

Very often a dull black board tends 
to hold the arrangement down, giving it 
a better foundation and balance. Stands 
may be in many shapes, forms and 
thicknesses, ranging from the rather 
formal Chinese scroll type to rough 
slate, a fitting background for the nat- 
ural root container. 

Modern arrangements may be com- 
posed with traditional urn-shaped vases, 
Far Eastern bell stands, driftwood hol- 
lowed out to hold plant material, simple 
domestic ceramic shapes, flat wooden 
trays or painted cake pans, The impor- 
tant things to consider are not so much 
the period, for in modern rooms tra- 
ditional accessories often find a place, 
but the color, form and texture of the 
container and the degree to which it 
carries out the spirit of the arrange- 
ment. 

Your container, above all, should be 
functional. It should be large enough 
to hold the pinholder and enough 
water to keep your plant material fresh 
as long as possible. Whether you use 
a flat dish, tall vase, bowl or just a 
can, there should be the proper mechan- 
ics to hold your plant material firmly in 
the position you want. Looking for and 
collecting containers will become quite 
a hobby after a while. You will be 
surprised to find that many articles 
not originally intended for flower ar- 
rangements and which, in fact, had 
most prosaic original functions make 
wonderful containers.

How to eat a tomato. . . 


Ruth A. Matson suggests these colorful, delicious dishes 


WONDER if most of us would con- 
I sider tomatoes such good eating if 

they ripened white instead of red? 
There’s something about color in vege- 
tables and fruits that attracts appetite: 
the luscious scarlet of tomatoes, the 
crimson of raspberries and strawberries, 
the purple glow of the concord grapes 
and the eggplant, the blush of pink on 
the plum and the peach. 

Intuitively we use color to enhance 
good eating. How tempting red rasp- 
berries are on vanilla ice cream! Would 
black caps do as well? Hardly, yet black 
caps strike a fine dark contrast to the 
pastels in a fruit cup of canteloupe, 
honeydew and watermelon balls. 

Tomatoes have one great advantage 
over most vegetables—indeed, over 
most fruits as well—in that their beauty 
is more than skin deep. Lay open a 
plump tomato and its red heart is as 
lovely as its skin. This makes tomatoes 
the darling of the season to gardening 
cooks. They dress up his squashes, his 
corn, his zucchini and his broccoli, 
setting them off by contrast. Have you

noticed how the eye of appetite is drawn 
to the platter of sliced tomatoes on the 
supper table? 

We do well to plan now, in May, 
to exploit the virtues of the tomato in 
the interests of good eating in August. 
A little thought at planting time for the 
ways in which tomatoes can adorn our 
tables and satisfy our taste will pay off 
magnificiently come harvest. It’s a mat- 
ter of visualizing menus, of seeing in 
the mind’s eye the table spread for 
lunch or dinner—even breakfast; for 
what’s better for both looks and taste 
than scrambled eggs and _ sausages 
ringed round with fried tomatoes? 


Tomatoes for Breakfast 


Some of us miss out on one of the 
prime joys of breakfasting by forgetting 
to include a spot of color in our menu- 
planning. There are the June days of 
the bowl full of strawberries, or rasp- 
berries in July to give zest to the first 
meal of the day. But in August, Sep- 
tember and October, the “spot of 
color” leads us naturally to tomatoes. 
I have served raw sliced tomatoes per- 
fectly plain with shad roe and bacon 
or with brook trout for breakfast. These 
are delectable combinations, both taste- 
and color-wise. One of our household’s 
favorite Sunday brunches consists of a 
main dish of finnan haddie baked in 
cream sauce. Good as that is, and even 
with the sauce well flecked with parsley, 


it looks a little pallid. Even the brown 
popovers, the ruddy jam and the black 
coffee do not sufficiently relieve the pale 
bland look of the finnan haddie. And 
there is something missing in taste, 
too, until we bake tomato halves 
(sprinkled with salt, crumbs and dill, 
and well-dotted with butter) to serve 
along with the fish. 

Tomatoes baked, broiled or fried 
go well with many a breakfast favorite: 
eggs of course, and sausage or bacon; 
scrapple or fried mush; creamed dried 
beef, corned beef hash, codfish balls. 
For baking, broiling and frying, I have 
a preference for the tomato somewhat 
flattened in shape, such as RUTGERS or 
BONNY Best. The globular ones like 
MARGLOBE may be stuffed for break- 
fast. I make tomato cases by scooping 
the pulp out of round, well-matched 
tomatoes (don’t forget to turn the shells 
upside down to drain for a few minutes, 
or to put the pulp in the soup kettle). 
These cases can be filled with creamed 
ham (chop in some green pepper), 
corned beef hash, what you will, in- 
cluding eggs. This last I find a great 
time-saver as well as a pretty dish. I 
usually sauté a little onion and green 
pepper in butter, put a spoonful in 
the bottom of the tomato case and 
break a big egg gently on top. Crumbs, 
butter and a whiff of chervil on top, 
and they are ready for twenty minutes’ 
baking in a moderate oven. I like to 
bake them in muffin [SEE PAGE 97]

plant used in place of grass, pebbles, a mulching 

material, or earth, in a spot that might otherwise 
be unsightly. Many times it decorates the base of trees 
and shrubs to keep the roots cool and to hold in moisture. 
It also keeps down weeds and other plants that might 
spring up unbidden. 

Establish a good ground-cover where it is needed, and 
your troubles in that area will be partly over. As most of 
them are to grow in the shade, plant them with plenty of 
compost. The following spring, add a little fertilizer and 
more compost, if needed; cultivate and weed in early 
summer. Water during dry spells and watch out for 
weed-demons during the warm weather. After that the 
ground-cover should feel at home and start looking after 
itself. 

In parts of the South, where grass does not grow well, 
grass-like substitutes are used, such as Mondo japonicum, 
Meibomia, and Liriope spicata, or low-growing plants like 
Dichondra. Most of these do not like being walked on, but 
they take quite a lot of abuse and give a good appearance 
in general. In northern shady areas, where it is the trees 
that matter, a carpet of something like Veronica officinalis 
might be used. Under pine trees, the ground beneath can 
be carpeted with pine needles, which give a resilient walk- 
ing surface and a neat appearance. In sandy districts, I’ve 
seen whole yards covered this way, with only the flower 
beds and borders—arranged artistically in certain areas— 
to add green to the picture. 

Vines and shallow-rooting plants make the best living 
ground-covers around the base of trees whose roots tend 
to grow toward the top of the soil. Pachysandra grows 
under a Beech where grass refuses to grow because of so 
many tree-roots. Woodbine, Ivy, or other viney plants 
grow under low-hanging Maple boughs. Plant the vines 
under the outside tips of the branches where roots are 
fewer. Train them inward, toward the trunk. 

Ground-covers, correctly used, add much to the prac- 
tical garden picture. Pachysandra or Periwinkle, planted 
around and among foundation shrubs, not only looks 
attractive but eliminates the need for mulching with peat 
moss every year. These rooting trailers act as a mulch 
and stay green all winter. Ground-covers planted along the 
edges of foundations help tie the building to the ground. 
In the North, Woodbine and Ivy are loved for this reason 
because they will creep up the side of a house and 
chimney. In the South, Strawberry Geranium and Pilea 
microphylla are used a great deal in foundation planting. 

On the north side of a house, where flowering shrubs 
and perennials are apt to be unhappy, Lily-of-the-Valley. 
as a ground-cover, gives green all summer and sprays of 
dainty fragrant blossoms in spring. For outside cellar 
window-wells in shade, plant Kenilworth Ivy or Akebia

quinata to trail down the sides of the 
well without shutting out the light. 
Where there are steps to a house and a 
bit of banking that might become muddy 
in rainy weather, consider one of the 
creeping Junipers (Juniperus horizon- 
talis) which will take a light shade, or 
Euonymus radicans. Steeper banks, or 
stretches of shady areas under trees or 
bushes, can be planted to Fragrant 
Sumac or Yellow Root. If you want a 
glamorous ground-cover, try Pachistima 
canbyi, which is evergreen, and grows 
to 1’; it turns a beautiful bronze in the 
autumn. A few rocks placed at stra- 
tegic spots in a banking will hold back 
the soil, too, and can be interspersed 
with groups of shade-loving plants of 
varying heights to create the semblance 
of a shady rock garden. Low-growing 
ground-covers, if needed, can be 
planted between the groups. 

Flagstone walks and terraces call 
for a flat type of ground-cover. Here, 
rosettes of Ajuga, Phlox stolonifera, 
or Antennaria plantaginifolia make 
themselves at home, if not too often 
trampled under heel. In gardens with 
natural outcroppings of rock-ledges the 
creeping type of ground-cover is excel- 
lent in contrast to some of the upright 
rock-plants, and also to enhance the 
ledge. Arabis makes lovely silvery mats 
of leaves during the summer, to tumble 
down over a rock, if the shade is not 
too dense. 

Vines serve climbing purposes as 
well, and can be a natural means of re- 
lating our house to the ground. What 
chimney is not further enhanced by 
hardy Ivy or Virginia Creeper, which 
turns a beautiful red in the fall? A 
quick-growing plant for the side of a 
house is Boston Ivy (Parthenocissus 
tricuspidata) with large, lustrous de- 
ciduous leaves that have brilliant fall 
color. 

Never waste a fence, even in the 
shade! If you are crowded for space, 
a fence gives you more planting area 
because the piants grow up, not out. 
Two lovely fence-climbers are Thun- 
bergia grandiflora and T. alata, the 
former with large blue flowers and the 
latter with appealing purple-throated, 
apricot-colored flowers. Southern vines 
they are, but they will easily decorate 
northern greenhouses in sun or partial 
shade, and T. alata, or Black-Eyed 
Susan is often grown as an annual. 

Strong-caned roses like Silver Moon 
will bloom with as little as five hours 
of direct sunlight a day. Virgins Bower 
(Clematis virginiana) will offer good 
blooms in light, or partial shade. All 
Clematis flowers seek the sun, but 
their roots like cool refreshment, a 
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combination which the shady garden 
can often offer, particularly when a 
fence is involved. In a small yard, 
nothing is like a fence with a vine grow- 
ing on it, to extend the vision. One 
sees the vine beyond the other plant- 
ings and it suggests expanse. 

A city garden can be treated this 
way, One end “pushed out” by means 
of a sapling fence with grape vines 
espaliered against it. The bold leaves 
of the Grape not only will provide 
contrast to dark evergreens in front of 
them, and to nearby deciduous shrub- 
bery, but give a feeling of spaciousness 
and depth, of something beyond. 

Some vines are used interchangeably 
with, and as, ground-covers. 

Confined between bricks or low 
metal walls sunk in the ground, they 
make decorative borders for lawns and 
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terraces. Established in this way, with 
some of the low ranch-type houses 
they lend a note of practical embellish- 
ment, in following a long, low line of 
the house. The trailing varieties are 
lovely set into some of the new built-up 
fiower beds to serve as a ground-cover 
that also trails down over the sides. 
Other vines must have supports to be 
at their best. Many vines prefer sun- 
shine to shade, but a surprising number 
tolerate shade even to the extent of giv- 
ing flowers and fruits. A few (such as 
Ivy) grow better in shade.

Actinidia arguta — Bower Actinidia. 
High-climbing, vigorous. Glossy green 
leaves at end of red petioles. Good for 
screening purposes. Rank grower in 
good soil. Other species.

Purple and varie- 
gated varieties. 

Akebia quinata. Light, airy vine to 30’. 
Good for arbors, waterspouts, posts, 
etc. Neat. As a ground-cover, kills 
other plants. Dark-colored flowers need 
hand pollination for fruit. 

Ampelopsis brevipedunculata — Por- 
celain-Berry. Vigorous climber with 
deeply-lobed leaves. Climbs or sprawls 
but should be where its beautiful fruit 
(pale-lilac to turquoise) can be appre- 
ciated. Not particular as to soil. 
Antennaria—Pussys-Toes. Not usually 
at nurseries, but plentiful in the fields. 
Excellent mat for between stepping 
stones. Poor soil. Tolerates shade. 
Arenaria montana — Mountain sand- 
wort. Flat mats. Does not like to be 
stepped on. Pretty white flowers. Sandy 
soil with humus, so that water drains 
quickly. Light and half-shade. 
Aristolochia durior—Dutchmans-Pipe. 
Vine to 30’. Native. Hardy, Tolerant 
of shade and dry soil, but likes rich 
soil. Large, heart-shaped leaves, mak- 
ing dense screen. Flowers—odd little 
purplish “pipes.” 

Asarum canadense — Wild Ginger. 
Ground-cover for shady, woodsy places 
with plenty of humus. 

Celastrus scandens — Bitter-Sweet. 
Grows almost anywhere. Shade, as 
well as sun. If near a building, must 
be pruned heavily. Unsurpassed for 
old stone walls, trellises, difficult places. 
Beautiful red and yellow berries in the 
fall. Must have two sexes. 
Cerastium—Snow-in-Summer. Mats of 
silvery white foliage. White starry 
flowers in spring. Tolerates light shade. 
Clematis paniculata—Autumn Clematis. 
Delicate, graceful habit, growing in 
dense masses on fences, etc., but not a 
dense climber. Airy blossoms. Many 
hybrids, most of which like cool roots, 
but need sun for bloom. Try light shade, 
and experiment. Rich soil, moisture, 
lime. 

Convallaria majalis — Lily-of-the-Val- 
ley. Excellent ground-cover for shady 
places.

HE TERRACE OR PATIO is the gravitational point of human ac- 

tivity outdoors during the summer and for this reason it deserves 

forethought and planning in its orientation and construction. 
It is used both day and night (see GARDEN LIGHTING, April issue). 
It need not be elaborate, but surfaced quite simply with gravel or 
stone sect in sod and bordered with durable plants rather than a 
luxuriant balustrade or wall. It should be protected from the hot 
sun, unless it is designed for sun bathing, and should be accessible 
from the living rooms of the house. A well-oriented terrace, archi- 
tecturally in harmony with the house, has a real estate value far 
greater than its cost of construction, no matter how modest. But, 
flower growers think of terraces in another way entirely; for them, 
they are an architectural feature around which a garden can be built. 





A terrace can never be too large. The original ter- 
race for this seaside house was not ample enough for 
entertaining, so it was extended and edged with flower 
borders. Since soil was at a premium, the beds were 
edged with brick to prevent it from washing. The low 
wall doubles as a bench while it gives wind protection 
to the annuals planted along its base.

HE GARDEN SHELTER has taken its place 
f iechows the terrace as a center for out- 

door living. Some shelters are completely 
weatherproof and others merely provide a 
quiet shaded spot from which the garden can 
be enjoyed on a warm summer’s day. Your 
shelter can be built around a barbecue, can have 
storage space for play equipment or be a 
simple vine-covered arbor. The choice is yours. 
If it is to be seen from the house, let it reflect 
the architecture of the house. If not, greater 
latitude in its design is possible, but it should 
always be in character with the garden area 
that surrounds it. 


On a grand scale the garden shelter becomes 
almost a house in itself; is oriented to take 
full advantage of every breeze. The wooden 
floor is large enough for dancing and is 
screened from  neighbor’s view. Movable 
tubs take the place of flower borders. 



















It has a Victorian air, but this arbor is 
actually an arbor in a Colonial Williams- 
burg garden.

Beat the heat and insects 


by VICTOR H. RIES 


IDWESTERNERS may envy the Californians for 
M their climate, which we hear is ideal for out- 

door living, but this does not mean that we 
do not take to our backyards and make our outdoor 
living areas as cool and attractive as possible during 
our hot dry summers. Here are a few pointers to help 
Midwesterners enjoy the outdoors even more. 

It is a well-known fact that summer temperature 
may be reduced, possibly as much as 10°, by ade- 
quate planting. By having as much as possible of 
your garden or back yard of grass, rather than paving 
large areas in gravel, concrete, brick or stone, not 
nearly as much of the sun’s heat will be absorbed by 
the ground. Additional protection from the absorption 
of the heat may be furnished by shrubs, evergreens 
and small and large trees. By carefully locating large 
shrubs and vines, we can furnish shade for every 
place where we will want to sit or eat; by using 
fair-sized plants at the outset, it is surprising how 
much shade may be obtained after a few seasons’ 
growth. Since dew is quite often a regular occurrence, 
terraces, patios or picnic sites must be paved. But 
if these paved areas are shaded, you won't have to 
worry about any extra heat they might absorb. 

Some of the larger shade trees that do, well in 
the Midwest—and at the same time grow fairly fast 
(if the soil is at least slightly acid)—are the thornless 
honey locust, Morain honey locust, red oak, scarlet 
oak and pin oak. Not quite so fast-growing in most 
areas are sugar maple, red maple, sweet gum and 
ginkgo. Some of the smaller trees for shading are red- 
bud, purple-leaf plum, Washington thorn, Russian-olive, 
hornbeam, flowering dogwood, sweet bay magnolia and 
Japanese cherry. In the more northerly areas, moun- 
tain ash will be satisfactory. 

It is rather nice to have a little privacy when you 
are eating or relaxing outdoors. This privacy may be 
obtained by putting in a hedge of ibota privet, cornelian 
cherry, amur maple, wayfaring tree, glossy buck- 
thorn or some other that you may prefer. Many peo- 
ple, if they have space, prefer a screen planting of 
mixed shrubs for summer flowers, autumn color or 
decorative fruits in summer, fall or winter. Some of 
the shrubs that might be considered for this purpose 
are many of the viburnums, the tall deutzias, such 
as PRIDE OF ROCHESTER, fragrant honeysuckle, some 
of the tall growing cotoneasters, such as Cotoneaster 
divaricata, forsythia, flowering quince and red-osier 
dogwood. All of the shrubs suggested for hedge use 
are equally good as individual shrubs. [SEE PAGE 94]

WATERFALL 


GARDEN

UTDOOR LIVING at “Madylone,” our home on a rocky, 
O wooded hillside in northern New Jersey, centers 

around a waterfall and falls-room, both of which 
my wife and I constructed. The falls-room has five large 
screened openings, catches every summer breeze and is 
half submerged in the hillside. These factors coupled 
with its close proximity to our waterfalls enables us to 
boast of coolness when neighbors are suffering from un- 
bearable July and August heat. 

Besides wanting the actual coolness that water brings 
to a garden, we also wanted its cheerful music. We built 
three waterfalls in all. The nearest is only 10 feet away 
from the falls-room and while it actually reduces the 
temperature, its nearness makes us feel even more cool. 
If we were to build again, we would have one waterfall 
right inside the room. 

Because we had an abundance of weathered, moss-cov- 
ered rocks close at hand, it was not difficult to develop our 
waterfalls along naturalistic lines, in keeping with our 


wooded site. If your garden is more formal, your water- 
falls should be formal too. I can conceive of a very small 
trickle of falling water and a few small pieces of cut 
stone or marble adding immeasurably to the loveliest 
formal garden if skilfully handled. 

Here are the materials you will need to build a series 
of waterfalls like ours, shown in the diagram. The falls 
may be spaced farther apart than shown, however. Besides 
concrete you will need to procure only some sheet lead 
for the trough and lip, some copper leaders, some tubing 
and a small centrifugal pump with an electric motor. 

First, you should peg out the areas where the fall 
or falls are to be located. Above each one and also below 
each one you can build a concrete basin. I suggest it be 
round for strength and as big as a tub. An old tub, by 
the way, is mighty useful for the inside form. The earth 
can serve for the outside. 

The basin below each waterfall should, of course, be 
large enough to receive the full width of the fall. Stones 
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A WATER-LILY POOL (left) can be seen from 
the house. Rather formal in appearance, it makes 
a transition between the house and the wooded 
hillside site. Waterfalls (above) are placed 
higher on the hill above the water-lily pool. 





THREE WATERFALLS on a rocky hillside look completely 
natural although they are man-made. They may be turned on at 
will and the amount of water that falls over them may be ad- 
justed to any desired sound effect. Nature introduced moss 
and fern colonies among man-planted ground covers and flowers.

or marginal plants will neatly camouflage all your concrete 


work. Nothing is uglier in a garden than unhidden raw 
concrete work. 

The sheet lead should be fashioned and bent into a 
shallow trough, the shape and size that suits your taste, 
and imbedded in the upper basins at the time you build 
them. You can bend the outer edge of each trough a bit 
to form a lip, which will cause the water to leave the 
trough cleanly. These troughs will have an artificial and 
unpleasing look at first, but it won't be long before they 
age and “green” nicely. 

The lower basin of the topmost waterfall is connected 
to the upper basin of the next with copper leader such 
as is used to drain your roof gutters. It is usually cor- 
rugated and strong enough to stand up: practically forever 
under ground. This arrangement saves building a “brook” 
between the falls. 

It won’t take much more water for several waterfalls 
than for one, so put in whatever number your slope will 
accommodate. What extra splashing there is will determine 
the difference in the amount of water used. There will 
be no seepage whatsoever. 

Near the basin of the lowest waterfall construct a con- 
crete pit just big enough to accommodate your pump and 
motor (an integrated pump and motor takes up less 
space), then cover it with a plain steel lid. I specify a 
steel lid because it is light and will enable you to open 
the pit easily each autumn and remove your pump and 
motor for lubrication which means longer life. Each 
spring you should cover the whole unit with vaseline 
before installing. This way your unit remains like new 
for many years. [SEE PAGE 92] 
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Tulip Poplar

HETHER YOU KNOW IT as tulip poplar, whitewood, tulip 
\\) tree, yellow poplar, or simply poplar, it is the same 

handsome giant, straight as a flagpole, with yellow 
green and orange tuliplike blossoms nestling in June among 
big four-lobed leaves that turn to glowing yellow when autumn 
comes. 

It has been rightly said that a tulip poplar needs a circle 
of ground space 75 feet across in order to develop its potential 
height of 100 feet or more and branch spread of 60-odd. 
Obviously it is not a tree for small properties, despite the fact 
that for its size it is remarkably trim and free from littering 
habits. Usually, too, its lowest branches are far enough from 
the ground to permit a good lawn turf beneath them. 

It requires little save a moderately rich, dampish soil and 
an average climate with a winter minimum temperature never 
lower than 10-15° below zero. 

The trait of speedy growth is of importance if you are 
thinking of bringing in a seedling tulip tree from the fields 
or woods—an opportunity that frequently arises within the 
tree’s natural range, for it is a generous self-sower. The success 
of the operation can be almost guaranteed in early spring if 
you select one not over a couple of feet tall and are careful 

to take up its deep-striking taproot intact.

Color in My Perennial Garden 


An expert tells how she planned a season-long display 


gardeners believe that starting and caring for a peren- 

nial garden is just about impossible. They look upon 
the perennial garden as something belonging to large 
estates of the past and heave a nostalgic sigh—perennials, 
with all their glorious colors are not for them! 

However, in actuality, it takes no more time nor effort 
to care for a perennial garden than a garden of annuals. 
The initial cost of perennial plants may seem high, but 
they, like annuals, can be raised easily from seed. Once 
you have established a perennial plant in the border, you'll 
be supplied each year with additional plants, for most 
perennials can be divided over and over again. 

There are two important points to remember when lay- 
ing out a perennial border. First, if the border is to be 
a success, it must be at least 6 feet wide, and a width of 
12 feet is better if you have the space to devote to it. See 
that you have access to it from the back as well as the 
front so you can cultivate easily. The border should have 
a definite front edging and a background wall of stone 


Te DAYS, WHEN TIME SEEMS TO BE SO limited, many 


or brick, a fence or, best of all, an evergreen hedge. You'll 
be surprised at the unity your garden will have when the 
colors of the border are seen against a green background. 
A narrow edging of a low-growing perennial will also give 
your garden unity. 

Have you labored on a garden only to be appalled later 
by either the notable absence of color, or worse, by the 
jarring lack of harmony in the color scheme? If this has 
happened to you, it may have been because you didn’t 
carefully plan the bloom succession or, perhaps, in a 
weak moment you deviated from your plans and stuck in 
some fillers. 

If the color scheme of the border was jarring, it was 
probably because the bluish pinks and the oranges were 
side by side. Much has been written condemning magenta, 
but I find that there is nothing wrong with it if it is com- 
bined with other colors wisely. 

In planning your garden color, you will never go wrong 
if you do not plant pink-to-purple perennials that bloom 
at the same time as the orange-to-russet ones. [TURN PAGE

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fight with my garden, but to grow what 
seems to do best. Then I play it for all 
it is worth, collecting all possible va- 
rieties from the earliest to the latest 
blooming ones. In my earlier garden 
years, I grew many more different kinds 
of flowers in this border but I have 
learned to limit myself to fewer num- 
bers. I had to decide against growing 
some of my favorite: perennials in the 
borders. 

The framework for these borders was 
planted years ago. Yews and box- 
wood were put in for an evergreen 
background and accent plantings were 
put in at strategic places. The fully 
grown specimens of the early purple 
azalea, YODOGAWA, Kousa dogwood, 
large clumps of the single blue Althaea 
coelestis, white spireas and BELLE 
ETOILE mockorange are important in 
my garden because they supply back- 
ground color, filling in during those 
short periods of transition between one 
color picture in the perennial border 
and the next. 

Massive color begins to show in my 
garden about May 10, and from then 
on the picture changes every two to 
three weeks. It is fascinating to see 
the garden burst into a harmony of 
pale blues, yellow, white and deep 
sapphire, and a few weeks later see 
the same spot clothed in all shades of 
pink and lavender. Two weeks later 
there will be an entirely different pic- 
ture, composed of lemon yellows, bright 
vermilion, white and deep blue, with no 
pinks in sight. In May my garden 
presents the first picture—a solid carpet 
of Myosotis alpestris or forget-me-not. 
This is a rampant self-sower and forms 
a fine carpet for bulbs. A word of cau- 
tion about planting the bulbs: the tiny 
ones go in the front, of course, but all 
daffodils and tulips are much better 
towards the back of the border, where 
they will be hidden by tall perennials 
when the bulb foliage begins to yellow. 
If your border is still young or in the 
making, tulips would be a good filler, 
since they are good for only two or 
three years, and in that time the peren- 
nials will have filled the extra space. 
When you buy your tulips, do not buy 
the bargain of mixed colors. Buy one 
color and plant a minimum of seven 
to twelve in a sizable clump; they'll 
take up just enough room to allow your 
perennial clumps to spread. 

When the forget-me-nots are bloom- 
ing, a huge clump of the large-flowered, 
early azalea, YODOGAWA, makes an ac- 
cent way off at the extreme end of 
the border and there is a foamy white 
background of Spiraea arguta. There is 
nothing else in the border that blooms 
at this time, but I love the effect of 
misty blues, clouds of white and strong 
purple.

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reddish foliage become larger every 
day and as they develop, they grad- 
ually hide the low forget-me-nots and 
bulb foliage. Then one morning in 
early June I suddenly realize that 
the entire border has changed color. 
All along the front there is a solid band 
of the pale yellow Oecnothera mis- 
souriensis or evening primrose. Between 
and behind them are some old fashioned 
lilies, L. elegans and L. amabile.

| one end of the border are scarlet orien- 
tal poppies. They are really there be- 


cause I have found it impossible to get 
rid of them. Their flamboyant beauty 
lasts only a week to ten days, but they 
would look better if surrounded by tall 
clumps of foliage, for they die down 
after a while and they don’t do it beau- 
tifully. Several kinds of campanulas 


have now come into bloom, all a soft |

This picture persists for about two or 
three weeks, but towards the end of 
this period the snowwhite Kousa dog- 
wood bursts into bloom.

| ing with white and cream, then shell

The yellow edging 
of evening primrose has made way for 
Veronica amethystina, which has deep 
sapphire-blue flowers, and V. incana, 
with its velvety gray foliage.

blues. At this time, along the back of | 


the border, five large specimens of 


Azalea macranthum burst forth into a | 
fanfare of deep rose-pink. If watered | 


well they will bloom for two weeks. | 
As the pinks fade and July 15 comes | 


around, another complete color change 
takes place. Rather abruptly the en- 


tire border turns pale yellow and lav- |

For all-summer performance I de- 
pend upon three perennials: cool, 
lemon-yellow day-lilies, funkias and 
phlox in all colors. Had I deviated in 
my choice of day-lilies from the cool, 
greenish yellows, it would be impossible 
to grow all the wonderful colors of 
phlox. I started to collect varieties of

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of platycodons, another dependable, 
which, like day-lilies, prefer to be left 
alone for years on end. As each pic- 
ture fades, I carefully remove all the 
spent blooms, leaving only the fine 
clumps of foliage. 

In August, although the pale yellow 
of the day-lilies is still holding forth, 
the phlox come into bloom in all their 
lovely colors. The early snow-whites 
are now joined by delicate and eyed 
pinks, salmon and rose, scarlet and 
crimson, shocking pinks and ‘magenta, 
orchid and fuchsia, and lavender and 
deepest purple. All are harmonious 
with the pale yellow day-lilies and the 
tall, blue platycodon. The background 
is now formed by a huge mass of 
Althaea coelestis, whose large single 
saucers of mauve open every morning. 
Off to one side a row of five DomMorTo! 
hydrangeas supply large masses of cobalt 
blue. As August fades into September 
the lovely blooms of Lilium speciosum, 
which has formed a ribbon all along 
the border, are joined by the fragrant 
white hostas. 

September arrives and still the color 
continues. Dwarf and tall asters, and 
Aconitum Wilsoni are among the last 
to bloom. Along with phlox, hemerocal- 
lis and platycodons, they bloom some- 
times way into October. In early fall 
chrysanthemums, which have been 
growing elsewhere in the garden, may 
be placed in the border.® 





American Amaryllis 
Society Gives Highest 
Award 


@ In recognition of his eminent serv- 
ice toward the advancement of the 
amaryllidaceous group of plants, 
The American Amaryllis Society, 
which is affiliated with The Ameri- 
can Plant Life Society, has given its 
highest award, the William Herbert 
Medal for 1955, to Dr. Robert F. 
Hoover. 


Mr. Hoover has clarified the 
classification and nomenclature of 
the group of plants popularly known 
as the brodiaea lilies, native to the 
Western United States, and which 
includes the spectacular fire-cracker 
lily. He published his taxonomic 
studies on these plants from 1939 to 
1941, showing that the plants com- 
monly grouped up to that time under 
the genus Brodiaea belong mostly 
to three genera, Brodiaea, Dichelo- 
stemma, and Triteleia. Later cyto- 
logical work by another worker has 
substantially verified Dr. Hoover’s 
conclusions so that the taxonomy 
and nomenclature of these plants is 
now on a sound scientific basis. 
Since the various species names 
will not be subject to repeated 
changes as in the past, this is a 
distinct service to horticulturists.

OULD YOU LIKE TO HAVE a garden 
\, of tall bearded iris that is made 

up entirely of the fifty or one 
hundred “best” varieties ever produced? 
Probably you would, but how do you 
know which varieties to choose? 

First of all, what makes an iris good? 
Iris fanciers usually agree on the basic 
qualifications of a good iris. These have 
been well-stated by the late Sydney B. 
Mitchell in his book, Jris for Every 
Garden (Copyright 1949, M. Barrows 
and Company, Inc., New York). He 
writes: 

“The stem should be in proper pro- 
portion to the flowers, slender and not 
too tall if flowers are of medium size, 
thicker, more widely branched and 
taller where flowers are large. ... 
Satisfactory iris should have at least 
nine buds. . . . The flower should be 
of good form and pleasing proportions.

. Standards should be broad and 
touching at the tips to suggest a dome. 
Falls should be broad like the 
standards; at one time there were many 
who liked them practically horizontal 
. .. but the feeling that this shortened 
the flower has turned the taste to falls 
which drop and then flare into a pleas- 
ing silhouette. 

“. . . There are other qualities in 
the modern iris which are always 
emphasized by fanciers, substance and 
texture. Substance . . . refers to the 
thickness of the petals. . . . Texture 
applies rather to the surface of the 
petals, particularly the falls. . . . Ruf- 
fling undoubtedly adds lightness and 
charm. . . . Fragrance is an asset, but 
I doubt if many place emphasis on it in 
selecting varieties.

The third and highest 
step is receiving the Dykes Medal 
(D.M.). This medal commemorates 
the late William R. Dykes, secretary 
of the Royal Horticultural Society and 
outstanding iris hybridizer. It is awarded 
yearly by The Iris Society (of England) 
to an American (or Canadian), an 
English and a French introduction. 
Those varieties which have won an 
Award of Merit not more than four 
years previous are eligible to receive 
the Dykes Medal. To win this highest 
award the variety must be recommended 
by twenty-five or more 
judges of the American Iris Society. 
The awards committee is very strict 
regarding this medal. In 1946, when 
OLA KALA and DayBreaK tied for the 
award, no medal was given. Though 
PINNACLE received an Award of Merit 
in 1950, it was ineligible for the Dykes

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symposium. There has been quite a 
bit of criticism regarding this sympo- 
sium, for some believe it does not repre- 
sent the best iris. 

For that reason, let me defend it. If 
we are to assume that the best iris 
receive the awards of the A.LS., let’s 
compare the symposium with the award 
winners. In each of the years, 1948, 
1949 and 1950, eight tall bearded iris 
received an Award of Merit. All twenty- 
four are on the 1953 symposium. How- 
ever, none of the 1953 Award of Merit 
winners were on the 1953 symposium. 
Forty-one of the hundred varieties in 
this symposium were Award of Merit 
winners between 1948 and 1952, and 
this seems to me to be a remarkably 
high percentage. Apparently, then, the 
symposium is actually running only 
about two years behind the award 
system. This is due primarily to the 
fact that propagation difficulties make 
general distribution of new varieties 
difficult. Thus, as time increases dis- 
tribution, the better ones will find their 
places on the symposium. 

There has also been criticism regard- 
ing the position which an iris reaches 
in the numerical listing of the sympo- 
sium. Some say that the fact that 
TRULY Yours, 1953 Dykes Medal win- 
ner, is only rated 65th on the 1953 Sym- 
posium is not representative of the 
variety’s true worth. I agree. However, 
its low position is not indicative of its 
value but, rather, its lack of distribu- 
tion. I drove many miles in an attempt 
to see this iris in bloom but managed 
to see it only in bud. Therefore, I could 
not vote for it for the 1954 Symposium. 
ELMOHR came into the symposium in 
1943 as 81; the next year, when it was 
more widely distributed, it rose to 7, 
and now, in the 1954 Symposium, it is 
8. Position then, indicates one of two 
things, or a combination of both: esteem 
and distribution. With an understand- 
ing of the symposium and the award 
system. of the American Iris Society, 
you'll be able to select the fifty or one 
hundred “best” varieties wisely.

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Lawn Problems 


Is it true that clover in a lawn is bad? 


This all depends on what you want. 
Some people want their lawn to be 
grass—nothing but grass. Others like 
to have some clover in their lawn. If 
you want clover, and you also want to 
keep it there, be sure to cut your grass 
high, 2 inches or so, especially when 
the clover flowers and fruits. Clover 
must reseed itself each year. Also, 
don’t use any weed killers like 2,4-D— 
it will kill the clover just as well as 
the dandelions and weeds. So, it’s a 
personal proposition. 


I hear a lot about chemicals to kill 
crabgrass. Are they any good? 


They sure are. There are a lot of 
good crabgrass killers but, like most 
garden chemicals, they are only good 
when properly applied. Used right, 
they do a good job; used carelessly 
they won't. But, if you are a gardener 
who is used to following directions 
for fertilizing and spraying and getting 
good results with them, there is no 
reason why crabgrass killers won't 
work for you, too. Just follow the di- 
rections; apply when the temperature 
is correct; use only the amount the 
manufacturer recommends; and be pa- 
tient. 
directions, a little care in application 
and you can say so-long to crab- 
grass. It’s a lot easier than making 
the baby’s formula! Milt Carleton tells 
us about a new crabgrass killer in the 
April issue of FLOWER GROWER. 


Sometimes my lawn mower is wet 
by rain or from cutting dewy grass. 
Is this bad for it? Should I wipe it off? 


The old saying that an ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure 
never applied more than in wiping off 
a wet mower. Grass clippings will stick 
to a wet mower like glue, and clippings 
can gum up the works in a mower 
quicker than anything. Forming a 
habit has an ominous connotation these 
days, but if you form the habit of wip- 
ing off your mower and removing all 
the clippings after every use you'll not 
only reduce your mower repair bills 
but you'll also add years to the life 
of the mower. You'll do a better job 
of mowing if you leave the mower in 
the garage until the grass is dry, and 
it will be a lot easier to clean the mower 
after, too. Never use an electric mower 
on wet grass.¢

New Hybrids 
of Hibiscus 


HE COMMON ROSE-MALLOW or hi- 


by MARTHA PRATT HAISLIP 
biscus has always been one of the 
showiest of perennials, but re- 
cently new hybrids have been developed 
that have blooms of larger size and 
clearer colors. These new hybrids have 
very large blooms, some measuring 8 
inches across. The plants are bushy 
and grow 4 to 5 feet high. 

These hybrids are equally effective, 
whether planted in groups as for a 
hedge, er when planted as a single spe- 
cimen in the border.

Grow Gardenias 


—easy and fun 


gardenia on nothing more formal 

than a cotton house dress. No, I 
don’t live in the South and I’m not 
wealthy or self-indulgent and, alas, I 
have no secret admirer! 

I grow my own gardenias and am 
surprised to find that most people think 
me a double-green-thumbed marvel to 
be able to raise them successfully. Gar- 
denias are as simple to raise as gera- 
niums. 

A friend who had started her own 
gardenia plant—from the stem of a 
flower her beau had sent her—intro- 
duced me to house-grown gardenias. 
She’d kept it in water so long it had 
developed tiny roots. Then she planted 
it and it grew. She repotted it and at 
the peak of its blooming season it had 
at least one hundred and fifty flowers 
at one time! This friend picked a couple 
of blooms for me but apologized for 
their small size, saying that she preferred

In the winter my “Mr. Gardenia,” 
as mv children call the plant, suns him- 
self in a southern window of my bed- 
room. In April, when the first blossoms 


| of the year appear, the room smells like | 


a florist’s shop. 

During the hot months “Mr. Gar- 
denia” relaxes on the porch which faces 
north, receiving sun only until noon. 
It blooms again in late summer. 

Last year I repotted my gardenia, 
using a mixture consisting of one part 
sand, one part humus and one part 
plain garden soil. I soak the soil 
the pot thoroughly about every second 


day and add plant food once every | 


two to four weeks when the plant is not 
in bloom and every week to ten days 
when it is in bud or flower. 

Last summer poor “Mr. Gardenia” 


| sickened and seemed to be approach- 





t 


ing an early demise, his leaves sud- 
denly yellowing and falling off. I found 
that aphids were the cause of my bloom- 
ing pal’s poor complexion and so I 
bought some nicotine spray. With a 
syringe, I sprayed the bottom of each 
remaining leaf and all of each stem and 
branch daily for a week. “Mr. Gar- 
denia” reacted so favorably that a week 
later, just to be sure, I treated him 
again. There have been no more aphids 
since.—LUCILLE HOVELI

in summer. If it is weather tight, there 
will be no excessive drip or condensa- 
tion. Slat shades, which protect the 
greenhouse from the sunshine, are even 
more effective when raised on runners 
4 to 6 inches above the roof to permit 
a free circulation of air between shades 
and glass. A water curtain over the 
glass is a practical cooling method. Two 
galvanized pipes with spray nozzles, 
set above the ridge or just below the 
ventilators, distribute an even curtain 
of water over the glass roof. A pump, 
providing about 25 gallons of water 
per minute, is used to circulate the 
water. The water is collected in a pool 
and re-circulated. 

In localities that have a shallow water 
table, it is only necessary to run a 
pipe down below the water table to take 
the water out of the ground. A water 
curtain will cool a greenhouse as much 
as 10° to 15°. 


Special Lighting 


Fluorescent lights are most popular 
in the greenhouse, and rightly so. They 
give a soft, well distributed light and, 
in most instances, two units with re- 
flectors are adequate. Spotlights and 
attractive reflectors are often used for 
accent, both inside and out of doors. 
The electricity from the greenhouse 
can easily be extended to lamp posts 
outdoors by underground cable. 

Insect screens are easily provided, 
both for the ventilators and doors of 
the greenhouse, but _ insect-repellent 
lamps are needed out of doors. 

The effect of light on plants that 
normally bloom in the short days of 
the year must always be considered. 
these are referred to as 
short-day plants because they form 
their buds during late August and early

ing a semi-shaded, well-drained loca- 
tion. See the illustration below for 
method of planting. During the summer 
water the bed when needed and apply 
soluble plant food every one or two 
weeks. Stake the leaves if necessary 
(see illustration below). 

Although I prefer to remove the tulb 
from the pot before planting, you may, 
if you like, leave the bulbs in the pots. 
Place pebbles in the bottom of the hole 
and sink pots to the rims. 

When the growth of the bulbs slows 
down and the older leaves start to 
yellow, discontinue feeding and water- 


ing. After the first light frost dig up 
the bulbs, being careful to prevent in- 
jury to the roots. Shake off the soil 


and place the bulbs in a cool (50-60° ), 
dry place. Cover the roots with dry 
soil, sand or vermiculite. After a stor- 
age period of ten weeks the bulbs will 
be ready to begin a new cycle of growth.

Longwood Gardens, the late Pierre 
S. du Pont’s estate in Kennett Square, 
Pennsylvania, is a horticultural wonder- 
land. In his will, recently disclosed, 
Mr. du Pont bequeathed the bulk of 
his fortune—more than. $33,000,000— 
to the Longwood Foundation “for the 
maintenance and improvement of the 
gardens.” He had developed Long- 
wood over a period of years as a horti- 
cultural exhibit “for public inspection, 
education, and enjoyment.” 

If you haven’t been fortunate enough 
to see the formal gardens in Europe, 
you'll especially enjoy Longwood’s 
fountains. They were laid out after a 
plan of those at the Villa Gamberaia 
near Florence and are among the 
world’s most elaborate and beautiful 
water works. 

The arboretum, formerly Peirce’s 
Park, dates back to 1800 when the 
Peirce brothers started a collection of 
trees and shrubs, mostly of foreign 
origin. Among the most unique speci-

mens of trees are: a ginkgo said to be 
one of the original trees imported into 
this country, a cucumber magnolia, 
several fine copper beeches, an English 
yew tree and some bald cypress.

It is high enough to house 
trees and so large that a hundred bunga- 
lows could be put i: side. 

Points you shouldn’t miss are the 
stone clock tower with its quarter-hour 
chimes, the delightful open-air theatre 
with its water curtain, the old box- 
wood and the lake in the woods.

New paved roads have recently been 
opened up the mountain and through 
its rhododendron gardens, which are 
part of Pisgah National Forest. You 
can drive to Baskerville, North Caro-

succory and French endive, and 


sometimes erroneously called 
endive in food markets, looks like a 
corpulent, pallid cigar. But in the 


markets, it commands a very high price 
(and gets it) for it is highly prized by 
the epicure. It is the young shoot of 
Cichorium Intybus which is forced into 
growth during the winter from roots 
grown the preceding year. 

It is an easy crop to grow. Seeds are 
sown in the spring in shallow drills 
spaced 2 feet apart. Later the seed- 








lings are thinned to stand from 3 to 6 
inches apart. 

In late fall or early winter the roots 
are dug up and prepared for forcing 
by cutting them to a uniform length of 
6 or 8 inches and trimming off the 
leaves 1 inch above the crown. These 
roots are then planted, almost touching 
each other, in small boxes which are 
at least 8 inches deep. In order to ob- 
tain the tight cigar-shaped heads, 6 
inches of sand, sawdust or sandy soil 
must be placed over the roots when 
they are brought into a temperature of 
50° to 60°. If the box is not deep 
enough, you can do as I did and tack 
a cardboard carton to the box to give 
it the necessary depth. 

My first box was brought into the 
Cellar on November 22 and it started 
producing on December 1. More roots, 
brought in December 15, were produc-

[FROM PAGE 59] A pump with a 1- 
or 14-inch intake, with a discharge of 
1 inch, and with a total head of less 


than 15 feet will amaze you with the 
amount of water it will raise. There 
will be plenty of power for a water- 
fall of 3 feet in width—and reserve 
besides. Remember that the hardest 
work the pump has to do is to raise by 
suction to its own level the water from 
the source of supply in the basin. So 
keep your pit in as low ground as 
possible. If the lowest basin is con- 
nected with the domestic water supply 
through a float valve, the water level 
is always kept up automatically. How- 
ever, you may just fill and maintain 
the water in the system by using your 
garden hose. 

There is a special reason for men- 
tioning the steel lid. It is strong enough 
to carry several inches of earth after 
each annual installation of the pump. 
If you put mats of some quick-growing 
plant such as a sedums on top of it, in 
just a couple of weeks no one will ever 
suspect the presence of a pit. 

A very important point: ask your 
plumber for information~ regarding a 
by-pass valve for your discharge pipe. 


| This valve can be placed out of sight 


inside your pit and will enable you 
to have exactly the flow of water you 
wish. The pump draws up its full ca-

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over the falls, the valve returns, willy- 
nilly, back into the basin! This by-pass 
valve will make it possible for you to 
have a free-leaping falls, which is 
quiet and dreamy, or to have a gar- 
rulous cascade, splashing effect. By its 
use, sound effects are limited only by 
the reaches of your own imagination. 

It is not necessary to calculate the 
total capacity of water in determining 
the size of the pump. Everyone ex- 
perienced in pumps and wells allows a 
big reserve margin of power. Your 
electrical supply dealer will help you. 
Actually, my pump is four times bigger 
than necessary, but I am glad I have it. 
It does not work or labor and is there- 
fore noiseless. I prime my pump in 
spring after I drain out the entire 
system, removing leaves and any other 
debris that has collected in the bottom 
of the pool during the previous year. 
Rains, no matter how heavy, have not 
affected any part of our system in the 
least. 

For our waterfalls, we gathered the 
prettiest stones we could find and built 
up the sides of the lower basins at each 
fall to serve as resonators, adding much

to the beauty and “far away” quality of 
the sound. 

With a little extra planning, your 
lowest basin could be enlarged and you 
could have a world of fun with both 
animate and inanimate aquatics. I 
would not recommend sun-loving water- 
lilies here if you want fern and moss 
colonies for a naturalistic waterfall in 
the shade. Furthermore, the water in 
the basins is quite cold as a result of 
the falling water and not a good home 
for tropical water-lilies. We have a 
separate pool for water-lilies which 
looks, however, as if it were a part of 
the waterfall system. 

Nature has helped us to make our 
whole waterfall project look real. While as it 
we were generous with our planting, 
ferns and mosses volunteered. We al- 
lowed space between the falls for drifts 
of daffodils and tulips, shrubs and 
evergreens—all selected so as not to 
hide the waterfalls viewed from our 
falls-rroom. Our pride and joy is a 
slender birch trained to lean over the 
upper falls as if it were seeking to in- 
gratiate itself with the water. 

After a conscientious day’s work 
we find it pretty wonderful to sit in 
the falls-room and watch the green twi- 
light deepen. The birds in growing 
numbers have marked the falls area as 
a haven and refuge. On a hot evening 
they come to drink or bathe and to 
share our water-cooled garden.®

[FROM PAGE 57] Where space is very 
limited, a screen or background may 
be developed with a vine-covered fence 
using such evergreen vines as Euony- 
mus Fortunei coloratus, hardy strains 
of English ivy or the big-leaved winter- 
creeper, E. Fortunei vegetus. Good de- 


ciduous vines are climbing roses, clem- | 


atis, bittersweet, silver lace vine or 
wisteria. The first summer, while wait- 
ing for the permanent vines to de- 
velop, plant some annual vines such as 
hyacinth bean, scarlet runner, cardinal 
climber or some of the named varieties 
of morning-glory. Be careful of un- 
named morning-glories, since they may 
self-sow, and wild cucumbers which will 
be with you forever. 

You may wish to use some choice 
plants around your paved area—the 
sort not seen in every yard. Check 
your nursery to see which of the ever- 
green barberries will be hardy in your 
locality. The dwarf Japanese _hellies 
and cotoneasters, such as apiculata and 
adpressa, are lovely plants. If you are 
in a section where the soil is acid, try 
Pieris japonica or some of the hardy 
azaleas, such as Kaempferi hybrids, 
Ghent hybrids and others. Boxwood 
can take 10° to 20° below zero if your 
area is not too windy. One precaution: 
do not use plants that are going to 
spread too widely and encroach upon 
your living area. It takes roughly a 
10 x 12 foot space for four people to 
sit around a table. Give yourself plenty 
of room to sit and eat as well. 

Naturally you will want to have some 
nice flowers close at hand; fragrant 
flowers will be even more enjoyable. 
For your summer evening picnics, there 
is nothing more fragrant than the old-

fashioned flowering tobacco. Early in 
the spring you can get fragrance from 
a few shrubs like Daphne Burkwoodi 
Somerset and Viburnum Carlesi. Regal 
lilies, the olympic hybrids and, in mid- 
summer, the gold-banded lily will per- 
fume the entire area. The butterfly- 
bush will give you a certain amount of 
fragrance and an immense amount of 
enjoyment from the butterflies they at- 
tract. You will find white, pink, lav- 
ender and purple varieties listed in the 
catalogs. 

Don’t overlook annual flowers and 
the dependable hardy perennials such 
as day-lilies, bearded iris, phlox, bleed- 
ing-heart, Chinese delphinium, core- 
opsis, gaillardia, hardy sunflowers, pink 
turtlehead and hardy asters for a touch 
ot color in summer; if you are of a 
venturesome nature and like to start 
outdoor living with the first warm days 
of spring, then why not enjoy early 
spring bulbs to be planted this coim- 
ing fall for next spring. 

Since light colors look cooler in hot 
weather than dark colors, try gray 
foliage beside your terrace or outdoor 
shelter. Low-growing ones include Eng- 
lish lavender and santolina. 
foliaged trees use buffalo-berry, the sea 
buckthorn and the cherry elaeagnus and 


its sister, the Russian-olive. Yes, even | 


the grayish leaves of the Rosemary wil- 
low make you feel slightly cooler. 
Insect pests are no longer a menace 
to those using their yards for outdoor 
living. Unless you have encountered 
those tiny little pests called “chiggers” 


you have no idea how their bite can | 


itch the next day. Yet by dusting or 
spraying your entire yard with 5 per 
cent chlordane, you can wipe them out 
for at least two seasons and possibly 
three. Apply it as soon as the first 
chigger bothers any member of your 
family. Chlordane will temporarily 
banish flies and mosquitoes, and ants 
will disappear. Reapplications of the 
chlordane in your outdoor living area 
will do much to keep the flies and mos- 
quitoes down through the season. 

By using a weather-proof picnic table 
and either weather-proof or light- 
weight aluminum chairs—maybe a 
portable hammock—you can really en- 
joy the Midwest summers, even though 
you may wish you were several hun- 
dred miles north, somewhere at the 
seashore or in the mountains. With a 
modern charcoal grill for dad to play 
with and plenty of wieners to grill for 
the children, you will find it delightful 
to spend as much time as possible just 
living outdoors.®

Strawberry corn 


for food and fun

ferent, try miniature pop corn, the 
red headed glamour girl of Zea 
Mays everta. It pops, it’s decorative 
and easy to grow. It doesn’t grow 
nearly as high as an elephant’s eye, so 


I you want to grow something dif- 


| you may plant it in next year’s small 


garden or even in a bed or border. 
Our strawberry pop corn grew only 
In mid-May 


(available at Vaughan’s) in a small 
10w on the wash side of a postage 
stamp vegetable garden. My children 
began saying, “My mother has some 
little red seeds and she’s going to plant 
them and they’ll grow up to be real 
pop corn!” 

There was much talk when tassel and 
silk appeared, and we all looked up 
answers in agriculture text books. There 
I even discovered an answer to the 
often asked, “What makes corn pop?” 
It was that “the ability to pop is due 
to the explosion of moisture upon the 
application of heat.” 

But, aside from the scientific values 
of growing seven small stalks of corn, 
they’re aesthetic. They do indeed look 
like strawberries—glistening mahogany 
ones on the straw-colored half-shuck. 
The tiny ears are about 2 inches long 
and 1% inches wide. And the tassels! 
In late August as the corn began to ma- 
ture, the tassels turned a rich golden- 
brown. They were compatible in tex- 
ture and effective in arrangements with 
scarlet zinnias, with tangerine and tawny 
zinnias, with lemon-yellow marigolds. 

Just now, the seven tassels are placed 
in a needle holder slightly off center in 
a copper tray and are surrounded by 
the entire harvest—sixteen ears. The 
shucks, which have dried to a delight- 
ful pale straw color, add a leaf-like 
grace to the simple harvest harmony 
which decorates a living-room table and 
intrigues virtually every person who 
comes into our house. 

My little one was under the impres- 
sion that with home-grown pop corn 
you could simply put the whole ear 
in the popper—an impression, no doubt, 
from some of the fanciful stories we 
read about corn popping in the fields. 

And next May? Well, I can hear the 
children saying again, “My mother has 
some little red seeds and we're going 
to grow real pop corn that looks like 
strawberries.”®

How to eat a tomato 


[FROM PAGE 48] _ tins (with a spoon- 
ful of water to prevent scorching) to 
help them keep shape. While they are 


baking, there’s plenty of time to attend | 
to the toast and coffee, the bacon or | 


ham and the table setting. 

Everything that has been said about 
tomatoes for breakfast goes for lunch 
and dinner too: fried, sliced or broiled 
halved tomatoes with corn custards, 
with cheese souffle, with creamed sweet- 
breads and mushrooms; baked tomato 
halves (try a sprinkling of fresh chives, 
basil or marjoram before sending them 
to table) to accompany chicken hash, 
salmon loaf, or a toasted cheese sand- 
wich; tomatoes stuffed with lobster, 
creamed vegetables or chicken livers. 
The variations are endless, and the gar- 
dening cook with a bumper crop of 
tomatoes need never fear to bore the 
family with monotony. 


Highlights of Red in the Salad 


While I’m one who deplores putting 
tomatoes in a- salad of tossed greens, 
I'm always looking for the place to 
put a spot of red on a salad plate. 
Consider the eye appeal of the luncheon 
salad most of us delight in: shrimp, 
crabmeat, tuna, chicken or sweetbread. 
These salads look nice in a cup of 
lettuce, but how much more festive 
to pile the salad mixture, creamy with 
mayonnaise, upon a fine, out-sized to- 
mato that has been peeled, chilled and 
cut in wedges to lie open like a flower 
upon a bed of crisp lettuce! The points 
of the tomato wedges peek out invit- 
ingly, and the plate needs only a couple 
of ripe olives at one side for the final 
touch of contrast. 

Tomatoes as a salad by themselves 
make perhaps the most delicious and 
colorful showing. Lay them out in thick 
slices on rings of Spanish onion, sea- 
son them with salt and pepper and a 
dash of sugar and sprinkle them with 
fresh-chopped dill, basil and celery seed. 
Chill them thoroughly for several hours, 
and there they are, ready to serve 
a connoisseur’s dish. Or try sliced to- 
matoes with a blob of sour cream atop; 
this varies the standard tomato with 
cottage cheese. Slim wedges of peeled 
tomatoes go well with a salad of fruit. 
Visualize the color range: red tomato 
with the pale sections of grapefruit, 
yellow sections of orange and soft 
green strips of avocado. Such a com- 
bination is most interesting if a pink- 
fruited tomato like OXHEART or POoN- 
DEROSA is used.

It starts with six fine 
tomatoes, peeled, sliced thick, salted 
and left to stand for fifteen minutes. 
At this point juice is drained off. The 
slices are then spread with 2 table- 
spoonfuls of grated celery and dressed 
with a mixture of “%4 cup of vinegar 
and % cup of sugar. A thin dusting 
of cinnamon tops it off. 


Tomatoes for Munching 


One of the high moments of the 
harvest comes when the gardening 
cook wanders out to the tomato rows, 
plucks one of the perfect, ripe fruits 
and munches it then and there. There 
is perhaps no greater satisfaction, even 
if the juice does drip down one’s chin. 
We may add zest to the table by using 
tomatoes with color in mind, but the 
color, after all, is only a foretaste of 
flavor. We can bring the pleasure of 
both flavor and color from the garden 
to the house, the porch, the terrace, 
without the indelicacy of oozing juice, 
by growing the many varieties of bite- 
sized tomatoes. The small-fruited to- 
matoes, resembling such familiar fruits 
as pears, plums, currents, cherries and 
peaches, are wonderful munching fruits. 
Try a mixed bowl of them for sampling 
between meals or as a light snack. For 
a suggestion featuring color, combine 
raw cauliflowerets, cherry tomatoes and 
strips of green pepper in a wooden 
salad bowl. Pass the salt-grinder with 
them, and watch them disappear. 


Color Can Fool You 


Don’t be put off by the color of to- 
matoes that threaten to get frost-nipped 
at the tail end of the garden season. 
The knobby, small, blatantly under- 
ripe ones conceal unsuspected goodness 
in their hard green hearts. Fried green 
tomatoes should be one of the rituals 
of the first frost. Slice them, dip them 
in salted flour, fry them crisp and 
brown — almost charred—in_ butter. 
They're a feast dish. 

So it’s May, and soon time to set out 
the little seedlings we’ve been cherish- 
ing in the flats.
